If expansion referendum passes 
Library may raze art center

One year later she sits in the 
pond, nude, serene, oblivious of 
the flurry of controversy that still 
surrounds her. 
“The Bather,” a concrete sculp­ 
ture designed by the late Pablo 
Picasso, is a Roling Meadows 
landmark — like it or not. 
Built in 1975 in the $30 million 
Gould Center at Golf Road and 
the Northwest Tollway, the sculp­ 
ture of a nude woman bathing in a 
pool is in the center courtyard of 
the company’s office-sports com­ 
plex still under construction. 
THE BATHER during its con­ 
struction was and still is, prob­ 
ably the most talked-about woman 
to settle in the suburbs. 
To some The Bather “is a touch 
of class,” while others describe the 
statue as “that ugly, fat thing.” 
Inspirational, icky, art, neat or 
a waste of money? Take your 
pick. The words have all been 
used to describe The Bather. 
While no one has termed the 
statue a raving beauty, The Bath­ 
er has been noticed. In terms of 
her becomine a focal point of both 
the complex and city and attract­ 
ing national attention, she has 
made it.

Arlington Heights library officials 
say approval of Saturday’s $2.25 mil­ 
lion referendum will satisfy Arlington 
Heights’ library needs for the next IO 
years. 
The referendum, if approved, would 
cost homeowners with a house as­ 
sessed at $10,000 approximately $8 a 
year during the next 20 years. 
Frank Dempsey, executive librar­ 
ian, said Wednesday he is optimistic 
about the outcome of the referendum 
because, he says, there has been only 
minimal public opposition. 
AT STAKE IS a $2.2 million bond 
issue to expand the library building at 
500 N. Dunton St. The proposed $1.6 


million expansion will extend the 
building across Fremont Street onto 
land now used as a commuter parking 
lot. 
A $50,000 remodeling of the existing 
building, $55,000 expansion of parking 
areas, and $265,000 for new library 
equipment 
also 
are 
part 
of

planned expenditures. 
When the library last went to the 
voters in April, its proposal included a 
tax rate increase, an auditorium, the 
expansion program and $720,000 in 
bonds for new books.

The Countryside Art Center and an­ 
other village-owned house will likely 
be demolished this spring if a referen­ 
dum to expand the Arlington Heights 
Memorial Library is approved Satur­ 
day.

Countryside Art Center is located at 
414 N. Vail Ave. 
All four organizations will be moved 


to a small brick building next door at 
408 N. Vail Ave. is the two buildings 
are demolished, Village Mgr. L. A. 
Hanson said. 
The two buildings are in deplor­ 
able condition” now, and will even­ 
tually need to be razed even if the 
library expansion is not approved, 
Hanson said.

her LSD and mescaline which she 
took in the year before her kidnaping, 
a psychiatrist told her trial jury 
Wednesday. 
Dr. Louis J. West, a defense wit­ 
ness, acknowledged under probing 
government cross examination that 
both the defendant and Weed told him 
about using the illegal hallucinatory 
drugs and marijuana while they were 
living together. 
The questions by Assistant U.S. 
Atty. David Bancroft brought defense 
lawyer F. Lee Bailey to his feet shout­ 
ing objections. 
“Is the government saying that any­ 
one who smokes grass is a bank rob­ 
ber?” Bailey asked. 
Bancroft said he was not, but that 
he was trying to show that before her 
abduction she was not a “naive school 
girl” as he said the psychiatrist had 
tried to portray her at her trial on 
bank robbery’ charges. 


West, head of the psychiatry depart­ 
ment at UCLA and an expert on 
brainwashing of POWS, was followed 
to the stand by a colleague, Dr. Mar­ 
tin T. Orne of Philadelphia, a re­ 
search psychiatrist at the University 
of Pennsylvania and an expert in hyp­ 
nosis.

Suburban digest 
Shape up or else, 
Walker tells RTA 


Gov. Daniel Walker said Wednesday he will ask the Illinois Gen- 
erl Assembly to “do something” about the Regional Transportation 
Authority if it does not improve this year. “I supported the RTA 
and still think it’s a good idea,” he told students at the College of 
Lake County in Grayslake. “But I am very disappointed in what has 
come out of it. “They have given disproportionate attention to just 
paying off the deficit of the Chicago Transit Authority.” Walker 
said he also is disturbed that tbs RTA board has not worked out 
purchase-of-service agreements with most commuter railroads in 
the six-county Chicago area, and has done little to improve subur­ 
ban bus service. “I’m willing to give them a little more time, but if 
they don’t get on the ball and start moving, in the next session of 
the legislature, we’ve got to do something about it,” he said. 


Greyhound seeks stop in area 


The Greyhound Bus Co. may have a passenger and package 
service location in Rolling Meadows by summer. The bus firm is 
negotiating with city officials to operate a bus stop and package 
delivery and pickup service at Rolling Meadows Shopping Center, 
Kirchoff Road and Meadows Drive. “A bus stop in the city would 
be good for residents and also industry, which often uses the pack­ 
age delivery and pickup service Greyhound provides,” Jerry Met- 
vk, owner of Meadows Drugs and president of the shopping center 
association which is supporting the move. A Greyhound official 
said the nearest Greyhound terminals to the Northwest suburban 
area are in Elgin and Northlake. 


Teachers join bargaining unit 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 and Mount Prospect Dist. 57 teach­ 
ers have voted to join a bargaining coalition of elementary school 
teachers in the North and Northwest suburbs, and other area teach­ 
ers’ unions are expected to join soon. The North Suburban Unified 
Bargaining Council, representing 1,300 teachers in IO area school 
districts, was formed last spring to set collective bargaining goals 
for member unions and research the financial backgrounds of each 
school district. A Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 teachers’ union 
official says his union is expected to join the coalition within the 
next month and Arlington Heights Dist. 25 union leaders may con­ 
sider joining later this year. 


Oakton ivork on schedule 
Construction plans for Oakton Community College's permanent 
campus are back on schedule, but college officials are still under 
orders to trim $1.7 million from its $12.7 million building budget. 
The Illinois Capital Development Board, which must approve all 
construction budgets for state schools and has ordered the budget 
cutback, told architects to continue designing the campus as 
planned. The architects have previously said they would not contin­ 
ue working on designs until the budget issue was resolved. College 
officials had feared that a delay in designing the campus would 
affect the scheduled fall 1978 opening.

Reagan told reporters “It’s an ex ­ 
tremely u phill fight here. We k now 
that the state organization has been 
well pu t together in regard to the 
President. We’ll tak e ou r own case to 
the grassroots and see at least how 
mu ch of the v ote we can get.” 
He said it will be “an accom­ 
plishment” if he gets 40 per cent of 
the Illinois v ote. 
In Washington, Ford scoffed at Rea­ 
gan for finding satisfaction with sec­ 
ond place. 
“I nev er k new of a political cam­ 
paign where finishing second was any 
good,” he said. 
In reaction from Illinois, meantime, 
there is no indications that Carter, de­ 


spite his v ictory , will hav e su pport 
from May or Richard J. Daley ’s or­ 
ganization in the March 16 preside 
tial popu larity contest. 
Charter, Shriv er, Harris and Ala­ 
bama Gov .

The Senate v oted Wednesday to pu t the nation on day light sav ing 
time for sev en months a y ear instead of six , accepting argu ments 
this wou ld sav e energy and redu ce traffic accidents and street 
crime.

Day light sav ing time 
now ru ns from the last Su nday in April to the last Su nday in 
October.

Castro spok e before 5,(X)0 applau ding delegates at the 25 th 
Commu nist party congress in the Kremlin in an apparent reply to a 
warning from U.S. Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger to Cu ba 
against armed interv ention. “No one can ex port rev olu tion or im­ 
pose rev olu tion by means of war,” the bearded Cu banleader said.

Last-minu te complaints by political parties to the Portu gal mili­ 
tary ’s refu sal to giv e u p certain decision mak ing powers Wednes­ 
day delay ed the formal signing

conserv ativ es in the Center Democratic Social party refu sed to sign 
the pact. The Socialists v oiced objections. The cru x of the con­ 
trov ersy was a new preamble to the agreement u ncter which the 
military wou ld retain decision mak ing powers they had earlier 
agreed to su rrender to elected officials.

Palestinian gu errillas Wednesday night freed two k idnaped Amer­ 
ican diplomats after fou r months of captiv ity and the U.S. embassy 
said they were in good health. Charles Gallagher, 44, and William 
Dy k es Jr., 55, both officials of the United States Information Agen­ 
cy , were released shortly after 7 p.m. at the home of Lebanese 
Socialist leader Kamal Ju mblatt. A U.S. embassy spok esman said 
Gallagher and Dy k es wou ld be flown to the United States “almost 
immediately .” 


Police fire on Spanish strikers, I killed 
Police fired into a crowd of strik ers in the sou theastern town of 
Elda, Spain du ring a demonstration, k illing one person in the first 
fatality of a wav e of post-Franco strik es and street protests, the 
gov ernment annou nced Wednesday . A statement issu ed by gov ernor 
of Alicante prov ince said police were forced to fire into a crowd of 
protesters after shots were allegedly fired from their direction. The 
gov ernor said the death of 20-y ear-old office clerk Tecrfilo del Valle 
Perez was the cu lmination to a series of street protests in the 
traditionally leftist region.

The doctor said Weed was con­ 
ducting an experiment with mari­ 
juana and “growing grass on the back 
porch,” and that he introduced Miss 
Hearst “to the substance and she 
smoked it on several occasions.” 
West said Miss Hearst also told him 
she took LSD and mescaline. 
“Wasn’t it she who was consistently 
after LSD instead of the other way 
around?” Bancroft asked. 
The psychiatrist said Weed told him 
that Miss Hearst wanted to try it out 
and he finally gave her some. 


Under further questioning, West 
said that Weed told him that Miss 
Hearst’s “capacity for sarcasm is un­ 
paralleled.” 
Bailey again objected. 
“She is not on trial for sarcasm,” 
he said. 
U.S. District Court Judge Oliver J. 
Carter overruled the objection. 


Bancroft also brought out from 
West that Miss Hearst “almost got 
kicked out of the Sacred Heart Acade­ 
my for telling a nun to go to hell.” 
She also was described by some of 
her teachers as “detached, disdainful 
and self centered.” 


Weed also told the psychiatrist that 
Miss Hearst was “scathing about her 
parents,” but that he believed she 
really loved them, particularly her fa­ 
ther. He said she felt she could not 
meet her mother’s high standards. 
W’eed said she told him she was go­ 
ing to change her name because 
“being a Hearst w*as so hard.” 


Bancroft then posed a lengthy ques­ 
tion about Miss Hearst’s apparent 
transformation in character after her 
kidnaping by the SLA in which she 
joined a bank robbery, shot up a store 
and made tapes spouting revolution­ 
ary slogans and disowning her par­ 
ents and the establishment. 


The lawyer asked if such behavior 
could not be in part the result of hav­ 
ing been a sarcastic young woman 
who had negative feelings about her 
parents, felt depressed and trapped in 
her way of life and then had the op­ 
portunity to express her hostilities. 
West said he did not believe that 
had in any way been the case with 
Miss Hearst.

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Roger Bardwell is a man who 
strongly believes in borrowing money 
to operate a school district. 
And his deficit financing beliefs 
have brought no end of criticism from 
the press, the people and his peers. 
Bardwell is superintendent of Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 59, a school dis­ 
trict that has been borrowing money 
to meet its budget for about 14 y ears. 
The district is projecting a $500,000 
to $2.3 million deficit in the 1976-77 
school y ear if current programs are 
maintained. The figure is variable be­ 
cause it depends on inflation, teacher 
salary increases and the amount of 
money the district will receive in 
state aid. 
The Dist. 59 board earlier this y ear 
decided to give a balanced budget a 
whirl and is study ing what ty pe of im­ 
pact it would have on programs and 
staff. 
THIS WEEK, board members sat 
through several hours of grim finan­ 
cial projections that point to multimil­ 
lion dollar deficits down the road. 
Bardwell admits the district is “not 
in as good shape as our neighbors,” 
but defends operating at a deficit — a 
practice the neighbors are try ing to 
avoid. 
He pointed out this week that other 
districts have managed to save money 
during the y ears and built up a sur-

Reform of Illinois’ workmen’s com­ 
pensation legislation is needed “if 
great damage to the state’s economy 
is to be avoided,” said an Illinois 
State Chamber of Commerce spokes­ 
man Wednesday .

plus of cash that they now are dipping 
into to prevent deficit spending. 
“They can use their savings ac­ 
counts to buy isome time, but when 
y ou borrow from a cash surplus y ou 
can only do it once,^’ he said. 
Borrowing from the surplus “builds 
up on y ou so quickly ” that before y ou 
know it y ou’re in a deficit, he said. He 
added that while these other frugal 
districts are stashing the cash they 
are taking more money than they 
need to from the tax pay er — and tax ­ 
pay ers have a more immediate need 
for money than school districts. 
ON THE OTHER hand, Dist. 59 
doesn’t have to worry about going into 
a deficit because it is already there. 
“We’ve got all of our cards on the 
table,” Bardwell said. “We have noth­ 
ing to back into, nothing to bank on. 
We know how much we can borrow 
and it’s there every y ear.” 
What Bardwell seems to miss with 
his logic is that all of these districts 
with dwindling cash surpluses are tak­ 
ing steps now to prevent deficits. 
Practically without ex ception. North­ 
west suburban districts are mapping 
out long-range plans, finding way s to 
pare down their budgets, cutting staff, 
ex amining programs and making sure 
future ends meet. 
Bardwell is absolutely right when 
he say s that school districts can bor­ 
row money more cheaply than y our 
average tax pay er. But for every dol­ 
lar a school district borrows it must 
pay interest — and that means tax ­ 
pay ers dollars going to banks rather 
than educational programs. 
Eventually , borrowing catches up 
with y ou. Dist. 59 resorted to borrow­ 
ing $1.75 million in teachers orders 
this y ear to bring enough money into 
the district to keep it going for a y e^. 
Teachers were paid in script earlier 
this y ear and the district sold bonds to 
put real money behind the script. 
Who is pay ing for the bonds? The 
tax pay er. Dist. 59 tax bills will auto­ 
matically go up during the nex t four 
y ears to pay back the debt. And resi­ 
dents never aK>roved this tax in­ 
crease in a referendum. 
There may be outstanding reasons 
to borrow money to operate a school 
district. But I haven’t heard one y et.

Don’t bet on it

Roger Bardwell is a 
man 
who 
strongly believes in borrowing money 
to operate a school district. 
And his deficit financing beliefs 
have brought no end of criticism from 
the press, the people and his peers. 
Bardwell is superintendent of Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 59, a school dis­ 
trict that has been borrowing money 
to meet its budget for about 14 years. 
The district is projecting a $500,000 
to $2.3 million deficit in the 1976-77 
school year if current programs are 
maintained. The figure is variable be­ 
cause it depends on inflation, teacher 
salary increases and the amount of 
money the district will receive in 
state aid. 
The Dist. 59 board earlier this year 
decided to give a balanced budget a 
whirl and is studying what type of im­ 
pact it would have on programs and 
staff. 
THIS W EEK, board members sat 
through several hours of grim finan­ 
cial projections that point to multimil­ 
lion dollar deficits down the road. 
Bardwell admits the district is “ not 
in as good shape as our neighbors,’’ 
but defends operating at a deficit — a 
practice the neighbors are trying to 
avoid. 
He pointed out this week that other 
districts have managed to save money 
during the years and built up a sur-

plus of cash that they now are dipping 
into to prevent deficit spending. 
“ They can use their savings ac­ 
counts to buy some time, but when 
you borrow from a cash surplus you 
can only do it once,” he said. 
Borrowing from the surplus “ builds 
up on you so quickly” that before you 
know it you’re in a deficit, he said. He 
added that while these other frugal 
districts are stashing the cash they 
are taking more money than they 
need to from the taxpayer — and tax­ 
payers have a more immediate need 
for money than school districts.

59 
doesn’t have to worry about going into 
a deficit because it is already there. 
“ We’ve got all of our cards on the 
table,” Bardwell said. “ We have noth­ 
ing to back into, nothing to bank on. 
We know how much we can borrow 
and it's there every year.” 
What Bardwell seems to miss with 
his logic is that all of these districts 
with dwindling cash surpluses are tak­ 
ing steps now to prevent deficits. 
Practically without exception, North­ 
west suburban districts are mapping 
out long-range plans, finding ways to 
pare down their budgets, cutting staff, 
examining programs and making sure 
future ends meet. 
Bardwell is absolutely right when 
he says that school districts can bor­ 
row money more cheaply than your 
average taxpayer. But for every dol­ 
lar a school district borrows it must 
pay interest — and that means tax­ 
payers dollars going to banks rather 
than educational programs. 
Eventually, borrowing catches up 
with you. Dist. 59 resorted to borrow­ 
ing $1.75 million in teachers orders 
this year to bring enough money into 
the district to keep it going for a year. 
Teachers were paid in script earlier 
this year and the district sold bonds to 
put real money behind the script. 
Who is paying for the bonds? The 
taxpayer. Dist. 59 tax bills will auto­ 
matically go up during the next four 
years to pay back the debt. And resi­ 
dents never approved this tax in­ 
crease in a referendum. 
There may be outstanding reasons 
to borrow money to operate a school 
district. But I haven’t heard one yet.

She said community college 
enrollment is up about 25 per cent 
over last year.

The question of who should 
collect a community ’s garbage 
has been raised again, this time 
in Des Plaines, where the city is 
losing money on its municipal 
serv ice. It lost $400,000 in 1974 
and $360,000 in 19 75. More losses 
are predicted this y ear. 


Some officials are suggesting 
that priv ate firms should be 
allowed to collect garbage, thus 
remov ing the cost burden entire­ 
ly from the city . 


Others, especially members of 
the public employ es’ union, say 
p r i v a t e scav enger serv ices 
won’t sav e Des Plaines resi­ 
dents any money . The way to re­ 
duce costs, they argue, is to re­ 
duce the number of superv isors 
in the department. 


City officials are study ing the 
cost problem. They ’v e talked 
about hiring a priv ate firm to 
collect garbage in a portion of 
Des Plaines on a trial basis. 


We believ e there’s an ov er­ 
riding reason to maintain the 
present sy stem.

NEW YORK (UPI) - There were 
almost enough television network em­ 
ployes in New Hampshire Tuesday 
night to have swung the vote in the 
Repub lican primary, and some of 
them had b een there almost long 
enough to qualify for a b allot. 
From a television point of view, the 
time and lab or, the expensive person­ 
nel and equipment, all ended up pro­ 
ducing a giant yawn. 
The results in the Democratic 
primary, with Jimmy Carter, Morris 
Udall and Birch Bayh in one-two-three 
order, was predicted and therefore 
without excitement. 
ON THE REPUBLICAN § ide, the 
contest remained too close for the net­ 
works to call b y midnight, so all b ut 
night owls and the politically pious 
went to b ed unsatisfied. 
The troub le might lie in frustrated 
expectations. Back in 19 52, when New 


Hampshire’s 
primary 
b egan, 
the 
state had its lake country as a 
summer attraction, the falling leaves 
in autumn, winter skiing and, as a 
harb inger of spring, the first prefer­ 
ence primary of the presidential elec­ 
tion year. 
By 19 76, it had b allooned into an af­ 
fair covered over a period of months 
b y the three television networks and 
the pencil press. 
It took a comb ined staff of almost 
400 people to let the nation know that 
immediately past midnight in the 
morning of Feb . 24, the 25 voters of 
Dixville Notch, N.H., cast their b allots 
— Gerald Ford 11, Ronald Reagan 4, 
on the Repub lican side, with the 
town’s 10 Democrats giving Jimmy 
Carter 6 votes, and 1 each to 4 other 
contenders. 


WHEN IT CAME TO calling the 
state-wide results, ABC called the 


Democratic contest for Carter at 7:50 
p.m. E a s t^ time on its radio net­ 
work, even though all the polls didn’t 
close until 8 p.m. It couldn’t do the 
same on television at that hour b e­ 
cause network time doesn’t b egin un­ 
til 8 p.m., with affiliates on local ac­ 
cess until then. ABC called Carter on 
television at 8:05 p.m.. Eastern time. 
Apparently the conventional wisdom 
was that the Democrats had just b e­ 
gun to' fight — among themselves, 
anyway — and the focus of int« *est 
lay with the Repub licans, whose con­ 
test was too tight to predict.

TV primary coverage—giant yawn

NEW YORK (U PI) - There were 
almost enough television network em­ 
ployes in New Hampshire Tuesday 
night to have swung the vote in the 
Republican primary, and some of 
them had been there almost long 
enough to qualify for a ballot. 
From a television point of view, the 
time and labor, the expensive person­ 
nel and equipment, all ended up pro­ 
ducing a giant yawn. 
The

in

Democratic 
primary, with Jimmy Carter, Morris 
Udall and Birch Bayh in one-two-three 
order, was predicted and therefore 
without excitement. 
ON THE REPUBLICAN $ide, the 
contest remained too close for the net­ 
works to call by midnight, so all but 
night owls and the politically pious 
went to bed unsatisfied. 
The trouble might lie in frustrated 
expectations. Back in 1952, when New 


Hampshire’s 
primary 
began, 
the 
state had its lake country as a 
summer attraction, the falling leaves 
in autumn, winter skiing and, as a 
harbinger of spring, the first prefer­ 
ence primary of the presidential elec­ 
tion year. 
By 1976, it had ballooned into an af­ 
fair covered over a period of months 
by the three television networks and 
the pencil press. 


It took a combined staff of almost 
400 people to let the nation know that 
immediately past midnight in the 
morning of Feb. 24, the 25 voters of 
Dixville Notch, N.H., cast their ballots 
— Gerald Ford ll, Ronald Reagan 4, 
on the Republican side, with the 
town’s IO Democrats giving Jimmy 
Carter 6 votes, and I each to 4 other 
contenders.

It couldn’t do the 
same on television at that hour be­ 
cause network time doesn’t begin un­ 
til 8 p.m., with affiliates on local ac­ 
cess until then. ABC called Carter on 
television at 8:05 p.m., Eastern time.

• Check for leaky faucets, cracked 
walls and woodwork, loose doors, 
knobs, sticky windows and warped 
doors. All of these defects will have to 
be repaired once the prospect pur­ 
chases the house. If these defects are 
present, they should affect the pur­ 
chase price. 
• Is the heating plant in good condi­ 
tion or will it have to be replaced? 


Will it accommodate air-conditioning? 
• Is the water heater adequate for 
your needs? A couple with several 
growing children will need a larger 
water heater than an older couple liv­ 
ing alone. 
• Is there a complete set of screens 
for doors and windows? Storm doors 
and windows? 
• If the house has a basement, is 
there any evidence of water seepage? 
• Are there connections for an auto­ 
matic washing machine and dryer? 


• The kitchen today has become 
one of the most important rooms in 
the house. Check to see if it is well 
laid out and convenient to work in. 
Are the counter tops and floors in 
good condition? Will they have to be 
replaced? Is the cabinet space ade­ 
quate? For casual meals, is there 
room for a dining table and chairs? 
• Equally important are the bath­ 
rooms. Home buyers should check the 
condition of the tiling around the tub 
and shower areas as well as around 
the vanity. If the grouting is not in 
good condition, it may indicate water 
leakage that could lead to damaged 
walls and ceilings. 
• Is there adequate closet space in 
each bedroom? This is especially im­ 
portant to a growing family. 
• Is there a separate linen closet 
centrally located to bedrooms and 
bathrooms or will linens have to share 
space with clothes in one of the bed­ 
room closets? 


• 
Is th e w i r i n g adequate? 
Frequently in older homes, unless the 
wiring has been completely replaced, 
the electrical system cannot accom­ 
modate the myriad of appliances in 
daily use in contemporary living. 
• Are the gutters and downspouts 
in good condition? 
• Are lawns and landscaping in 
good condition? Overgrown shrubs, 
dead or dying trees, and scrubby-look- 
ing grass may mean extra work or 
money paid to a landscaper to fix up. 
“ All in all, an older home can be a 
tremendous value, provided you shop 
carefully and choose well,” Walters 
concluded.

Healthy real estate market 
aids multiple listing work 


Several significant factors are re­ 
sponsible for the consistent sales vol­ 
ume increase of the MAP Mutliple 
Listing Real Estate Service and these 
factors were outlined at the recent 
MAP directors meeting where the 
January sales report was released. 
The most significant factor is the 
real estate market in general and the 
greater Northwest suburban area in 
particular. “The general real estate 
market remains healthy,” says Stan 
Lieberman, president of MAP Mul­ 
tiple Listing Real Estate Service, 
“and of course, the Northwest Chi­ 
cago suburbs continues to be a most 
desirable living area; consequently, 
we do enjoy a better than average 
flow of home buyers who know the 
value of dealing with a professional 
real estate broker to assure quick, 
trouble-free service satisfaction.” 
Another contributing factor in the 
MAP sales increases is reflected in a 
recent report by the National Associ­ 
ation of Realtors which shows that 
during 1975 new single family home 
sales lagged behind the existing home 
market. Price, supply and cost and 
availability of financing for homes re­ 
sulted in a greater recovery in exist­ 
ing single family home sales in 1975 
as compared with sales of new single 
family homes. 
“Probably the most important rea­ 
son for the strong performance of the 
resale market was the cost and avail­ 
ability of financing.

AVON, Colo. (U P I) - W illis Not­ 
tingham regarded his 2,200 acres of 
Aspen-lined meadow in the Colorado 
Rockies as a fine cattle ranch. Vail 
Associates envisioned the tract as the 
most environmentally sound ski area 
in the nation. 
Nottingham refused VA’s first pur­ 
chase offer in the early 1960s. How­ 
ever, he gave in three years ago to an 
offer of better property in norto- 
westem Colorado plus a substantial 
amount of cash. 
Christened for the Eagle River tri­ 
butary running through the area, Bea­ 
ver Creek has been designed as a 10- 
12 chairlift ski area which harmonizes 
with rather than destroys its sur­ 
roundings. 
LOCATED 10 M ILES west of Presi­ 
dent F<M*d’s favorite ski sl<^)es at Vail, 
Beaver Creek has been planned with 
an internal mass transit system, a 
water purification plant and stiff 
building regulations to minimize envi­ 
ronmental effects. Vail Associates 
even has made plans to ban tradition­ 
al fireplaces if smoke emission threat­ 
ens air quality. 
Offering summer sports as well as 
winter, Beaver Creek has a projected 
population <rf 1?,000 by its 1990 com­ 
pletion date at a total cost of $20 mil­ 
lion. VA hopes the first skiers w ill 
take to the sl<^s by 1979. 
Bob Barker, senior vice president of 
VA, envisions the area as a model for 
all future environmentally sound rec­ 
reation projects, and a necessary one. 
“ If recreation has a future in this 
country, it has to be along «iviron- 
mentally sensitive lines,” he said. “ It 
is not possible in this day and age for 
an environmentally unsound area to 
make it. People are now buvina the 
environment as part of their experi­ 
ence.” 
BOUNDED ON all four sides by Na­ 
tional Forest lands to halt further 
growth, Beaver Cre^, for all its envi­ 
ronmental considerations, has drawn 
considerable criticism. 


Although VA has completed several 
impact and pollution studies, state 
g o v e r n m e n t officials and con­ 
servationists have opposed the area 
since its inception. Gk>v. Richard 
Lamm Joined the battle this year and 
won a year’s delay in constniction so 
another environmental impact study 
could be made. 
“ We believe the basic environmen­ 
tal concerns at Beaver Creek have 
now been clearly answered, so anoth­ 
er review w ill <mly serve as furthw 
confirmation o i 
the 
development 
plan’s soundness,” said Richard Pe­ 
terson, VA president. 
And considering the mounting de­ 
mand for recreational facilities, oppo­ 
sition to the area is fighting a losing 
battle, accw ^g to Parker. 


THE ANSWER to the supply-de- 
mand dilemma in recreation, Parker 
said, is quality areas providing chal­ 
lenges while minimizing the pressure 
on the environment. 


“ No-growth is not the answer; it is 
carefuUy controlled growth,” he said. 
Experience shows the challenge seek­ 
ing American is more than willing to 
pay extra for an environmentally at­ 
tractive and balanced area. 


He said the costs of an environmen­ 
tally sensitive area are immense and 
a major rason why mountains will 
never be overrun with ski slopes, golf 
courses and frustrated modem sfwrts- 
men. A further limitation, he said, is 
that only six sites with sufficient 
snowfall, slope, access to water and 
smiliar requisites for winter sports 
exist in the Rockies. He said only a 
handful of recreation companies, in­ 
cluding Aspen Ski Corp., VA and Walt 
Disney Inc., have the financial re­ 
sources to develop the sites. 
“ Recreation is much like oil or min­ 
ing, it is extremely capital intensive,” 
Parker said. “ But it is different in 
that we have a totally renewable re­ 
source if we are careful.”

AVON, Colo. (U PI) ~ Willis Not­ 
tingham regarded his 2,200 acres of 
Aspen-lined meadow in the Colorado 
Rockies as a fine cattle ranch.

Dept, o f Agriculture,‘‘New Life fo r 
Old Dwellings,” USDA Handbo o k 4 81, 
av ailable fro m the Go v ernment Print­ 
ing Office, Washingto n, D.C. 20402.

o f y o ur wages can be garnished. If 
y o ur wages ex ceed $92 per week, no 
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mo re than 25 per cent o f y o ur take- 
ho me pay is subject to garnishment. 
If y o u are paid less o ften than o nce 
a week, y o ur emplo y er o r the Labo r 
Department can co nv ert y o ur take- 
ho me earnings to a w^kly scale. If 
pay ing y o ur bills co ntinues to be a 
pro blem, y o u sho uld seek o utside help 
fro m a lo cal o ffice o f the Co nsumer 
Credit Co unseling Semce, if o ne is 
av ailable, o r so me similar help.

to Dr. Stev e Drake, fo o d scientist at 
Washingto n State Univ ersity . 


Mo st co o kers raise the temperature 
to 160 degrees quickly , but check y o ur 
co o ker with a thermo meter if y o u are 
co ncerned. Electrical fires fro m leav ­ 
ing the co o ker plugged in witho ut any ­ 
o ne aro und co uld be mo re o f a hazard 
than fo o d po iso ning. Leav e the co o ker 
in a sink o r o ther relativ ely safe spo t 
and make sure the fuse o r circuit 
breaker wo rks.

If your take-home pay (the amount 
left after income and Social Security 
tax withholding) is $69 or less, no part 
of your wages can be garnished. If 
your wages exceed $92 per week, no 


more than 25 per cent of your take- 
home pay is subject to garnishment. 
If you are paid less often than once 
a week, your employer or the Labor 
Department can convert your take- 
home earnings to a weekly scale. If 
paying your bills continues to be a 
problem, you should seek outside help 
from a local office of the Consumer 
Credit Counseling Service, if one is 
available, or some similar help. 
Ask your employer to recommend a 
counselor; usually this type of help is 
available without cost or for a min­ 
imum fee. Do not ask help from a 
commercial debt adjuster who will 
take 15 per cent of any money as a 
fee.

“IT IS CLEAR that new federal leg­ 
islation requ iring indiv idu al metering 
of electricity for all residential dwell­ 
ing u nits has the broadest impact and 
y ields the greatest potential sav ings,” 
the stu dy said. 
It su ggested the ban cou ld be ac­ 
complished most realistically by first 
prev enting master meters on new con­ 
stru ction and then u sing economic in­ 
centiv es su ch as tax credits to encou r­ 
age retrofitting of already ex isting 
master-metered apartments.

would cost about $1.3 billion, but could 
result in an energy savings by the 
year 1990 of 25.8 million barrels of oil 
a year. Banning future construction 
with master meters but permitting 
existing master meters to stay would 
save about half as much energy. 
“IT IS CLEAR that new federal leg­ 
islation requiring individual metering 
of electricity for all residential dwell­ 
ing units has the broadest impact and 
yields the greatest potential savings,” 
the study said. 
It suggested the ban could be ac­ 
complished most realistically by first 
preventing master meters on new con­ 
struction and then using economic in­ 
centives such as tax credits to encour­ 
age retrofitting of already existing 
master-metered apartments. 
That would require action by Con­ 
gress, which could take some time, 
the study said, but in the meantime 
federal agencies could, with an execu­ 
tive order, move immediately to re­ 
quire individual meters on federal 
program housing and retrofittings on 
government-owned buildings.

stampede y ou into mov e 


If y ou’re an apartment renter fac­ 
ing a rent increase this spring, don’t 
let y ourself be stampeded into a 
mov e. You might hav e a better deal 
than y ou realize where y ou are now 
liv ing, and the cost of mov ing might 
wipe out any sav ing y ou ex pect from 
a less ex pensiv e apartment. 
That’s the adv ice of the man who 
broke the news that rents of Chicago 
area buildings managed by Baird & 
Warner, Inc. will go up an av erage of 
7 per cent on leases taidng ^ ec t May 
1. 
“ Av erages 
are 
frequently 
mis­ 
leading,” said William D. Sally , CPM, 
v ice president and general manager 
■ of the company ’s property manage­ 
ment div ision, which is one of the 
leading management companies in 
the area. 
There are great v ariances from 
building to building, depending on op­ 
erating ex penses and v acancies, he 
said. Operating ex penses, including 
fuel, utilities, insurance, maintenance, 
supplies and management serv ices 
hav e all continued to climb, shrinking 
profit margins for owners and making 
rent increases necessary . 
“ Many of the specific increases are 
moderate, especially in the face of 
what is happening to operating costs. 
The biggest increases are occurring 
where ex penses rose dramatically , 
where the tenant is hav ing a two-y ear 
lease ex pire, or if last y ear’s increase 
was kept substantially lower than it 
should hav e been, especially in new 
buildings, 
because of competitiv e 
pressures,” 
Sally 
said. 
In other 
words, the people who are getting the 
Wggest increases this y ear are those 
who, for the most part, got the biggest 
breaks last y ear. On a pro rata basis 
they are no worse off than people who 
got lower rent increases last y ear and 
again this y ear. 
Sally also points out that the slump 
in apartment construction has nar­ 
rowed the supply and there really 
aren’t that many bargains to be found 
in choice locations close to work, pub­ 
lic transportation and so on. 
Finally , there is the reality of the 
high costs of mov ing. 
“ When y ou take into account all 
mov ing ex penses, plus the possible 
added ex penses of liv ing in a new lo­ 
cation, it could add to a hefty 
amount,” Sally said. Here are the 
things y ou should consider: 
• How much will it cost y ou to 
mov e? If y ou use a commercial mov ­ 
ing company , figiw on pay ing at 
least $50 an hour for three men and a 
v an. 
Depending 
on 
whether 
the 
mov ers do all the packing and un­ 


packing or y ou do, the mov e could 
take up to a half-day or longer- The 
tab: around $250 or more. 
• How much will y ou pay to make 
up for damage and breakage during 
mov ing? This may be minimal if pr^ 
fessional mov ers do the job, or it 
could be a lot if y ou’re a do-it-y our- 
s e l f e r . Pictures and lamps are 
frequent casualties. 
• How much will it cost y ou to re­ 
furnish? By refurnirti, Sally refers to 
buy ing new carpeting and draperi» 
to fit y our new apartment, smcc in 
most cases y om* present carpeting 
and draperies won’t fit. If y our tastes 
aren’t ex trav agant, y ou might get 
away for $800. 
• What additional utilities will y ou 
be pay ing? Depending on the heating 
and electrical sy stem, y ou would wind 
up pay ing more for electricity and 
gas. Of course, y ou could wind up 
pay ing less. Inv estigate to find out. 
Be sure to find out what y ou’ll hav e to 
pay for hook-up and installation 
charges, plus deposits that some utili­ 
ties may require. 
• Will y our am« iities cost y ou 
more? Buildings v ary in what they 
charge for things like using the 
swimming pool, saunas and tennis 
courts. If y ou use these facilities, find 
out what they ’ll cost in the place 
y ou are considering. 
• Will parking cost y ou more? The 
more centrally located a building is, 
the more y ou’ll pay for garage park­ 
ing and the harder it will be to find 
street parking. Conv ersely , the fur­ 
ther out y ou go, the cheaper parking 
becomes. 
• 
Will transportation cost y ou 
more? You may be presently liv ing in 
an apartment close to public trans^ 
portation, such as the CTA or a com­ 
muter bus or rail line. If y ou mov e 
further out, y our transportation costs 
will rise. A 25 cent per trip increase 
amounts to $125 more a y ear. Or y ou 
may hav e to buy a car. 
• What about shoK)ing? Check how 
far it is to stores from the new place 
y ou’re considering. Also check the 
stores’ prices. It costs less if y ou’re 
within walking distance of a number 
of competitiv e stores. 
• How much more will y ou hav e to 
pay for a security deposit in the new 
building? 
“ All of these elements hav e to be 
checked and balanced against what 
y ou ex pect to sav e in rent,” Sally 
said. 
Suppose y ou liv e in a $250 per 
month one-bedroom apartment and 
y ou get a 15 per cent increase. That’s 


$37 .50 more per month and $4 50 more 
per y ear. Y<hi find another one-bed- 
room apartm^t a little farther out 
where the rent is $26 0 a month. That’s 
just a $10 increase or $120 a y ear. So 
if y ou mov e, y ou ex pect to sav e $330 
(the difference between $4 50 and 
$120.) 
“ But mov ing ex pwises will wipe out 
more than half of the ex penses, refur­ 
nishing will take care of the rest, and 
y ou may wind up in the hole when y ou 
add in the other ex penses,” the Baird 
k Warner ex ecutiv e said. 
On top of that, a y ear from now 
y ou’ll probably be faced with another 
increase as that owner tries to catch 
up on ezpeiues. Many landlords are 
not giv ing leases for more Uian 
oim 
y ear in most cases, to protect them­ 
selv es against cost increases. So 
y ou’ll be faced with the same situ­ 
ation all ov or again.

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Don’t forget windows 
when planning a home 


How windows are placed, their size 
and the glass that is used in them are 
important aspects to be considered in 
planning a home in order to gain 
more liv ability and operating econo­ 
my through energy conserv ation. 


This attention to “ window detail” 
can influence fuel sav ings in a new 
house, and also should be a definite 
consideration 
when 
desigipg

“ It’s a mistake to underrate the v al­ 
ue of free solar heating when it comes 
to home design,” say s J ohn Pike, 
manager of Libbey -Owens-Ford Con> 
pany ’s residential market. “ When a 
house is totally planned and built to 
utilize sun heat, the cost of winter fuel 
bills can be greatly reduced.

“ When you take into account all 
moving expenses, plus the possible 
added expenses of living in a new lo­ 
cation, 
it could

amount,” Sally said. Here are the 
things you should consider: 


• How much w ill it cost you to 
move? If you use a commercial mov­ 
ing company, figure on paying at 
least $50 an hour for three men and a 
van. 
Depending 
on 
whether 
the 
movers do all the packing and un­ 


packing or you do, the move could 
take up to a half-day or longer- The 
tab: around $250 or more. 
• How much w ill you pay to make 
up for damage and breakage during 
moving? This may be minimal if pro­ 
fessional movers do the job, or it 
could be a lot if you’re a do-it-your- 
s e I f e r . Pictures and lamps 
are 
frequent casualties. 


• How much w ill it cost you to re­ 
furnish? By refurnish, Sally refers to 
buying new carpeting and draperies 
to fit your new apartment, since in 
most cases your present carpeting 
and draperies won’t fit. If your tastes 
aren’t extravagant, you might get 
away for $800. 


• What additional utilities w ill you 
be paying? Depending on the heating 
and electrical system, you would wind 
up paying more for electricity and 
gas. Of course, you could wind up 
paying less. Investigate to find out. 
Be sure to find out what you’ll have to 
pay 
for 
hook-up 
and 
installation 
charges, plus deposits that some utili­ 
ties may require. 
• W ill your amenities cost you 
more? Buildings vary in what they 
charge for things like using the 
swimming pool, saunas and tennis 
courts. If you use these facilities, find 
out what they’ll cost in the place 
you are considering. 
• W ill parking cost you more? The 
more centrally located a building is, 
the more you’ll pay for garage park­ 
ing and the harder it w ill be to find 
street parking. Conversely, the fur­ 
ther out you go, the cheaper parking 
becomes. 
• 
W ill 
transportation 
cost 
you 
more? You may be presently living in 
an apartment close to public trans­ 
portation, such as the CTA or a com­ 
muter bus or rail line. If you move 
further out, your transportation costs 
w ill rise. A 25 cent per trip increase 
amounts to $125 more a year. Or you 
may have to buy a car. 


• What about shopping? Check how 
far it is to stores from the new place 
you’re considering. Also check the 
stores’ prices. It costs less if you’re 
within walking distance of a number 
of competitive stores. 


• How much more w ill you have to 
pay for a security deposit in the new 
building? 
“ All of these elements have to be 
checked and balanced against what 
you expect to save in rent,” Sally 
said. 
Suppose you live in a $250 per 
month one-bedroom apartment and 
you get a 15 per cent increase. That’s 


$37.50 more per month and $450 more 
per year. You find another one-bed­ 
room apartment a little farther out 
where the rent is $260 a month. That’s 
just a $10 increase or $120 a year. So 
if you move, you expect to save $330 
(the difference between $450 
and 
$120.) 
“ But moving expenses w ill wipe out 
more than half of the expenses, refur­ 
nishing w ill take care of the rest, and 
you may wind up in the hole when you 
add in the other expenses,” the Baird 
& Warner executive said. 
On top of that, a year from now 
you’ll probably be faced with another 
increase as that owner tries to catch 
up on expenses. Many landlords are 
not giving leases for more than one 
year in most cases, to protect them­ 
selves 
against 
cost 
increases. 
So 
you’ll be faced with the same situ­ 
ation all over again.

Don’t forget windows 
when planning a home 


How windows are placed, their size 
and the glass that is used in them are 
important aspects to be considered in 
planning a home in order to gain 
more livability and operating econo­ 
my through energy conservation.

Since then, though, Godine and Williams have sat out only one 
game. Three dajrs after the SWC meeting, a federal judge in Dallas 
ruled the pair did not receive a chance to defend themselves 
against the charges and, until they did, could not be suspended.

The 630-foot bam, which was destroyed by the blaie, was to be 
equipped with an $850,000 sprinkling system after the racing season 
ends Aprils.

Paul Logan’s column told of a unique 
Christmas present — see the star of 
“Jaws” up close. This is a followup 
account of two men who encountered 
some great white sharks.) 


Like a living battering ram, the 25- 
foot great white shark bent the diving 
cage’s bars. Matt Hooper appeared to 
be its next victim. 
This was one of the more chilling 
moments in the movie “Jaw s.” 


“Ifs called terror,” said Richard 
Dreyfuss when asked this week what 
he thought it would really be like 
seeing a real white shark. As Hooper, 
he only faced a mechanical monster. 
Dreyfuss, presently performing at 
the Arlington Park Theatre, said he 


was “supposed to go with Peter (Ben- 
chley) last October (to see a real 
great white), but ABC wouldn’t insure 
me.” 
Earlier this month, four men spent 
over $5,000 to live such a fantasy. 
“It was the biggest ‘up’ any of us 
ever had in the sea,” said Carl Roess- 
ler, the vice president of the San 
Francisco travel service which set up 
the Australian trip. “It was absolutely 
mindblowing!” 
During a three-day period, they saw 
eight great whites. There were four 
around the boat on one day, including 
an

by rookies. Also on board were shark

No developments 
in baseball talks 


Representatives of the major league baseball owners and players 
held a brief, jet-age style negotiation session here Wednesday, but 
failed to make any progress in the contract dispute that threatens 
the upcoming season. 
Marvin Miller, executive director of the Major League Baseball 
Players Association, met for three hours with American League 
President Lee MacPhail, National League President Chub Feeney, 
and John Gaherin, chief negotiator for the owners. 
Feeney said no new proposals were discussed at the meeting and 
both sides would meet again in New York City Friday. 
Miller said no progress was made and termed the meeting “re­ 
hash” of the owners’ position. 
“We got such reactions, most of the questions were to clarify,” he 
said. 
Asked what the reactions were, Miller replied, “That’s my defini­ 
tion of ‘no progress.’ ” 
MacPhail and Feeney announced Monday the owners would not 
open spring training, scheduled to begin March I, until a new Basic 
Agreement was reached with the Players Association. 
Miller repeated his charge that the owners’ action was intended 
to mislead the public into believing the Players Association is hold­ 
ing up the 1976 season because of its demands on the Reserve 
Clause.

In a game the sports world may not be ready for, the No. 2 
ranked Marquette Warriors next Monday will play the Marquette 
girls basketball team. 
To try to even up the mismatch — the center for the girls team is 
a towering 5-foot-7 — the Warriors will have to wear boxing gloves 
and won’t be permitted to enter the free throw lane. 
Adding to the fun, Al McGuire will coach the girls and Tat Shiely, 
coordinator of women’s athletics and the women’s regular coach, 
will direct the men’s team. The game will be played for laughs and 
to raise money for the Muscular Dystrophy Fund.

Quarterback Kevin Strasser, who accumulated 1,221 yards in to­ 
tal offense last season for Elmhurst Immaculate Conception High 
School, Wednesday signed a national letter of intent to attend 
Northwestern University next fall. 
Wildcats Coach John Pont also announced the signings of full- 
back-linebacker Tim Lawrence of Brother Rice High School, and of 
two tackles, Walter Versen of Loyola Academy and James Ford of 
St. Laurence. 
Pont noted that all four “come from winning programs in a very 
strong football climate in Chicago.” 


Strasser was all-conference in the West Suburban Catholic 
League for three straight years and was named to the all-area 
team this year. He led the Knights to league championships in 1973 
and 1974 and a runnerup finish in 1975. Last season he ran or 
passed for 16 touchdowns. 
Lawrence was selected to the New World all-America high school 
team this year and led his team to the 1975 city Catholic League 
championship, averaging more than IOO yards per game rushing. 
He also was named most valuable player in the post-season prep 
bowl. 
Versen, a G-foot-5, 245-pounder, and Ford, a 6-foot-4, 268-pounder, 
were both all-Catholic League picks last fall. 


Court hearing in cage bribe case 


Two Texas A&M freshmen and their attorneys go into a court- 
ordered hearing with Southwest Conference officials Thursday to 
rebutt charges they received bribes to play basketball for the 
school. 
Kenneth W. Herrick, presiding officer of the SWC, said the con­ 
ference could, after the hearing, disclose the evidence against the 
two players, Karl Godine and Jarvis Williams. 
The same nine faculty representatives, who 12 days ago ruled the 
evidence merited suspending Godine and Williams, will then vote 
on whether to reimpose the suspension after the hearing. 
The faculty representatives have refused to discuss the merits of 
the case or their Feb. 15 meeting, in which the vote was taken to 
suspend the two players through the 1976-77 season. Several SWC 
officials have said the vote was ‘decisive.” 
Since then, though, Godine and Williams have sat out only one 
game. Three days after the SWC meeting, a federal judge in Dallas 
ruled the pair did not receive a chance to defend themselves 
against the charges and, until they did, could not be suspended. 


Electrical problems cited in track fire 


Electrical problems may have caused the fire that killed 68 har­ 
ness-racing horses, valued at about a half million dollars, Tuesday 
at a Cahokia Downs Race Track barn. 
William N. Buxton, a state fire marshal, said track personnel told 
him the complex in wtttich the barn is located had electrical prob­ 
lems “for some time.” Buxton said the fire may have been caused 
by a faulty circuit breaker panel near the west end of the barn. 
The 630-foot bam, which was destroyed by the blaze, was to be 
equipped with an $850,000 sprinkling system after the racing season 
ends April 9.

Bell became concerned when 
the huge man-eater dragged the cage 
completely under water. He was only 
using a snorkel because the cage was 
too small to use scuba gear. 
After about a 25-second rocky ride, 
the shark broke free. “I was told later 
that if it made up its mind to get 
through the bars, it would have had 
no trouble getting through them,” 
said Bell.

‘Black Saturday9 results 
despite two swim marks

Rolling Meadows’ swimming ace 
Tom Stahnke set two new records in 
last 
Saturday’s 
Arlington 
District 
meet. 
Yet he still refers to it as “ black 
Saturday.” 
First off, even though he set a new 
record in the 50-yard freestyle with a 
22,970 second clocking, a judges’ deci­ 
sion gave the district title to Tom Cole 
of Prospect. 
“I guess it just wasn’t the Stahnke 
family’s day,” said the tall young 
man who’s a threat in this weekend’s 
state meet in both the 50-freestyle and 
the butterfly. “ After losing the 50 the 
way I did, my father got so excited 
when I won the butterfly that he 
jumped up, slipped or a patch of wa­ 
ter and broke his leg,” Stahnke ex­ 
plained. 


Despite the injury, Stahnke’s father 
and mother will be poolside at Hins­ 
dale South Friday as their son tries to 
get into the finals in his two events. 
Nothing has stopped them from seeing 
son Tom’s meets. 
Swimming competitively since he 
was eight years old, Stahnke said he 
can’t rem ember when his parents 
weren’t watching him compete. “No 
m atter where in the state the meet 
was, they’d be there,” he said. 
Only a junior, Stahnke is ranked 
sixth 
statewide 
in 
the 
butterfly, 
through his district record time of 54.0 
seconds set last weekend. In the 50- 
freestyle, his time just misses the top 
18 in the state, although he has gone 
22.4 in the event this year, which 
would put him fourth statewide. 


“ I haven’t gone that fast in some 
time, though,” Stahnke said, adding 
he thought his best chance was in the 
b u t t e r f l y event. “But everything 
goes so fast in the 50, just one mis­ 
take can kill you,” he said. “Last 
year the top seeded guy in the 50 
didn’t even make the finals.” 
This is the second trip to the state 
meet for Stahnke, who was sick the 
week before the big event and did not 
make the final cut last year. But the 
experience, Stahnke hopes, will help 
him be more relaxed this weekend. 
Will he be out to avenge himself af­ 


ter Saturday’s decision went against 
him in the district meet? 
“A little, I guess,” said Stahnke, 
who at 6-foot-3 looks down to few 
swimmers. “ But that’s the way it 
goes. I’m just going out there, do the 
best I can and let my times speak for 
themselves.” 


At any rate, Stahnke will be ready 
to go when the gun sounds in the pre­ 
lims Friday. “I’m ready right now,” 
he grinned. 
“I’ve been swimming 
each length of the pool over and over 
in my head so I’ll know what I ’m 
doing.” 


Does he ever get tired of swimming, 
after thousands 
and 
thousands 
of 
yards swum every day? 


“Naw, I really enjoy it,” he said. 
“ Actually, it gets better — if you keep 
improving.”

Do you know anyone who is not on a 
diet, has not been on a diet or is not 
talking about going on a diet? This 
four-letter word ranks right next to a 
certain three-letter word in popularity 
for conversations and rea ^g . For 
good reasons. 


Today, most doctors advise men 
and women over 40 to cut down on 
calories and on foods high in satu­ 
rated fats, which contribute to a rise 
in the blood cholesterol level. Being 
overweight adds to many health prob­ 
lems and can shorten one’s life. This 
is why diet and exercise programs 
prove so interesting to Americans of 
all ages. 


Among the foods medical and nutri­ 
tion experts suggest is fish — it’s low­ 
er in saturated fat than meat, is a 
good source of protein and most fish 
is lower than meat in calories. 


To encourage the eating of more 
fish and seafood in your home pre­ 
pare it for special eye appeal as well 
as taste appeal. A tomato sauce is 
classic with fish, but try a different 
topping for baked fish using orange 
juice as they do in Spain and Andorra.

Do you know anyone who is not on a 
diet, has not been on a diet or is not 
talking about going on a diet? This 
four-letter word ranks right next to a 
certain three-letter word in popularity 
for conversations and reading. For 
good reasons. 


Today, most doctors advise men 
and women over 40 to cut down on 
calories and on foods high in satu­ 
rated fats, which contribute to a rise 
in the blood cholesterol level. Being 
overweight adds to many health prob­ 
lems and can shorten one’s life. This 
is why diet and exercise programs 
prove so interesting to Americans of 
all ages. 


Among the foods medical and nutri­ 
tion experts suggest is fish — it’s low­ 
er in saturated fat than meat, is a 
good source of protein and most fish 
is lower than meat in calories. 


To encourage the eating of more 
fish and seafood in your home pre­ 
pare it for special eye appeal as well 
as taste appeal. A tomato sauce is 
classic with fish, but try a different 
topping for baked fish using orange 
juice as they do in Spain and Andorra. 
Another treat is fish fillets broiled 
with a gremolata — a mixture of lem­ 
on rind, garlic, chopped parsley and 
sunflower oil margarine used instead 
of butter. This is a quick, tasty recipe.

There should be enough home can­ 
ning lids in 1976, twice as many as 
last year when there was a shortage, 
says the Agriculture Department’s 
special assistant for consumer affairs. 
Nancy Steort said the increase is 
due because manufacturers are mak­ 
ing more lids — and there are more 
manufacturers. / 
She estimated more than 4 billion 
lids will be available this year, com­ 
pared to 2.1 billion last year. Mrs. 
Steorts said nearly 3 billion regular- 
size lids should be available, as well 
as 333 million wide-mouth lids, more 
than 500,000 regular lids and rings and 
nearly 150,000 wide mouth caps. 
TH ERE WAS A SHORTAGE of lids 
last' year. In 1974, consumers were 
faced with a shortage of both canning 
lids and jars. Mrs. Steorts said the 
Agriculture Department’s “ best esti­ 
mate” of demand for 1976 indicates 
that this year’s supply will be ample. 
She said between 19 and 23 million 
consumers will be home canners this 
year compared with 16 to 20 million 
last year. 
She said the lids will be distributed 
in the traditional pattern — first ship­ 
ments to southern states, 
moving 
north as the canning season ap­ 
proaches.

Beans baked the Rocky Mountain way is a departure from the 
Baked Beans of tradition, mostly by way of seasonings. It is less 
sweet in flavor and has a bit of zip compared to beans cooked by 
Pilgrim mothers. Since dry beans are in plentiful supply this y ear, 
and because beans are hi^i in protein, this recipe, in both metrics 
and American Standard measurements, is a goood way to stretch a 
budget.

.9 kilograms or 2 pounds Great Northern beans

To prepare dry white beans before baking: 
Simmer soaked beans in measured amount of water with onion, 
bay leaf, garlic and salt, plus 30 milliliters (2 tablespoons) butter or 
salad oil to keep down foam. Cover tightly . Cook until nearly ten­ 
der, about 1 hour. (Best test -- put a few beans in a spoon. When 
blown upon, the skins will crack.) Time will vary according to 
hardness of water, altitude, and maintenance of simmering point. 
Remove from heat, discard onion, garlic, bay leaf. Pour beans 
into colander to drain, saving liquid. Add enough water to make 750 
milliliters (3 cups). 
To prepare cooked beans for baking: 
For the oven, use a 4-liter (about 4 quarts) heavy bean pot. Place 
whole onion with beans mi top. Scrape, wash salt off pork. Cut pork 
nearly through on fatty side to about 250 millimeters (%-inch) deep 
and 250 millimeters apart all over surface. Push salt pork down 
into beans, letting only the top edge come up above them. 
Mix together all other ingredients. Add bean liquid. Stir well. 
Pour over beans. Cover tightly with foil and lid. Bake all day or 
night, a minimum of 6 to 8 hours, at 120 degrees Celsius (250 
degrees Fahrenheit). 
For slow electric cocker, follow manufacturer’s directions. At 
end of time, if no sauce is covering beans, gently add a bit 
boiling water around the sides using a wooden spoon. Cook an­ 
other ^ hour without the cover.

Beans baked the Rocky Mountain way is a departure from the 
Baked Beans of tradition, mostly by way of seasonings. It is less 
sweet in flavor and has a bit of zip compared to beans cooked by 
Pilgrim mothers. Since dry beans are in plentiful supply this year, 
and because beans are high in protein, this recipe, in both metrics 
and American Standard measurements, is a goood way to stretch a 
budget.

Born in a German section of Yugo­ 
slavia, the Wuertzes were living in 
Germany at the time they made the 
decision to become immigrants to the 
U.S. The dramatic, almost unbeliev­ 
able chain of events in which they lost 
their home and their country during 
World War II started when they 
moved to Germany. A few years lat­ 
er, Franz was conscripted into the 
German army. 
THERESIA AND HER baby girl, 
Elfriede, 
returned 
to 
Yugoslavia, 
where Katharina was born. When the 
Serbs took over Yugoslavia, Theresia 
and her two little girls and their 
grandmother were seized, their home 
and all their possessions taken from 
them, and they were thrown into 'a 
concentration camp. 
Later they escaped by foot in the 
middle of the night — in two feet of 
snow — and managed to board a box­ 
car, where they hid among the bag­ 
gage. Finally they reached Germany 
once more and were reunited with 
Franz when the war was over.

They come with hope, courage and 
strength, wave upon wave of immi­ 
grants, separating themselves from 
their friends, their families, their na­ 
tive land, hoping to find a new and 
better life. 
“We are going to that country 
where everybody is welcome,” sol­ 
emnly declared the mother in a Yu­ 
goslavian family. Today they are hap­ 
py Palatine residents — all U.S. citi­ 
zens. 
The United States is a nation of im­ 
migrants. Between 1820 and 1974, it 
welcomed 46,712,725 of them. The total 
of almost 400,000 people who came in 
1974 is 23 per cent larger than the av­ 
erage of the 1960s. And, according to 
Tom Bethell, an editor of The Wash­ 
ington Monthly, writing in Newsweek 
last May, if the present rates of immi­ 
gration continue through this decade, 
there will actually have been as many 
immigrants in the 1970s as in the 
1890s — one of the peak immigration 
decades. 
ONE CANNOT help but admire 
these newcomers. To assume the role 
of an immigrant takes much courage, 
for the requirements are rigid, the 
process sometimes tedious, and even 
when one has succeeded in entering 
the 
country, 
many 
problems 
lie 
ahead. 
Mrs. 
Margot 
Cooper, 
who 
has 
taught English for New Americans in 
Dist. 214’s adult education system for 
more than six years, has acquired a 
deep understanding and genuine fond­ 
ness and respect for foreign-born 
people. 
“The basic problem is obvious,” she 
said. “It is language. Most other prob­ 
lems stem from that one. 
“Can you imagine, with only a 
smattering of English, trying to deal 
with doctors, lawyers or public ser­ 
vice people? Suppose you were in­ 
volved in even a minor auto acci­ 
dent.” 
MANY OF HER students complain

that Americans speak too fast, that 
they cut off ends of words. Consider: 
“I dunno,” “Where ya going?,” “Be 
seein ya.” Ifs downright confusing. 
Ifs even more confusing over the 
telephone without being able to see 
the person speaking. 
One of Mrs. Cooper’s Japanese stu­ 
dents tried to order a Big Mac and a 
7-Up at a drive-in. He ended up with 
seven Big Macs. Another student, a 
brilliant woman, was frustrated 
at 
being considered unintelligent because 
of her communication difficulties. 
“Because these newcomers speak 
imperfect English, many Americans 
consider them second-class citizens,” 
said Mrs. Cooper. 
BARBARA BREITLANDER agreed. 
Barbara has been teaching foreign- 
born persons for eight years now, and 
is in her fourth year of teaching 
classes at Harper Community College 
which help immigrants prepare to be­ 
come naturalized citizens. 
“A newcomer to this country needs 
‘survival English’ as quickly as pos­ 
sible,” she said. “How can one shop 
for food, go to the dentist, fill out 
forms for jobs and have job inter­ 
views?” 


helped us freshen up on history and 
the Constitution,” said Katharina. 
“Once your application and finger­

And so, on the S S. America heading 
for a new life were Franz and There­ 
sia and their two girls, 17 and 18, both 
of whom had learned “British type” 
English in school. The 10-day voyage 
gave them a chance to attune their 
ear and modify their pronunciation. 


IN 1974, THE Wuertzes made a 
group decision. They would apply for 
U.S. citizenship. But they would do so 
only as a family. All four must pass 
or none.

Hushed up crime: child sex abuse 


A public hearing of the Illinois Rape 
Study Committee this week brought 
into the open a serious problem long 
hushed up in polite society: the sexual 
abuse of children. 


According to testimony presented, 
• Sexual abuse of children most of­ 
ten is committed by family members 
in the home, not by strangers accost­ 
ing children on the street. 
• Sexual abuse of children is a 
problem that cuts across all socio­ 
economic lines. It occurs in middle 
and upper classes as well as among 
the poor, and it is possibly more prev­ 
alent among whites than blacks. 
The 
Rape Study Committee is 
c h a i r e d by Rep. Aaron Jaffe, 
D-S k o k i e . 
Rep 
Peter 
Peters, 
R-Chicago, is vice chairman, and 
Rep. Adeline Geo-Karis, R-Zion, is 
secretary. The committee has suc­ 
cessfully sponsored legislation dealing 
with the handling of rape cases in Illi­ 
nois. 
A bare minimum of 3,700 children 
are being sexually molested every 
year in Chicago, estimated Jerry Alex­ 
ander, president of the Citizens Com­ 
mittee for Battered Children. He said 
Michael Reese Hospital alone treated 
260 such children under 16 last year — 
even though the Illinois Department 


of Children and Family Services re­ 
ported only 87 cases for the year. 
THE CHICAGO POLICE Depart­ 
ment handled 575 cases in 1975, and 
the commander of the department’s 
youth division estimated actual cases 
are at last double that figure. 
Of the sexually abused children 
treated at Michael Reese, Alexander 
said, 90 per cent were victims of fami­ 
ly members, and only five assailants 
wrere prosecuted. 
But Alexander repeatedly urged 
that “punitive legislation” and “vin­ 
dictiveness against the abusers” is 
not the answer. “That won’t help the 
child. Remedial efforts are needed to 
change parental (abuser) behavior.” 
Alexander described the effective­ 
ness of his organization’s Parental 
Stress Hotline, as well as such efforts 
in other states, in handling child 
abuse situations. He advocated a leg­ 
islative commitment to “crisis inter­ 
vention,” with the state placing highly 
trained homemakers into the home to 
“put 
that 
family 
back 
together 
again.” 
“THOSE PARENTS love their chil­ 
dren, and the child loves that parent, 
but the parents don’t know what 
they’re doing,” Alexander said. 
Alexander and other social workers 


testified that sexual abuse of children 
is a vicious, self-perpetuating cycle: 
such children almost inevitably grow 
up to be emotionally disturbed and 
unable to function sexually and social­ 
ly in a normal manner. And a very 
high percentage of abusive parents, 
rapists, prostitutes, as well as people 
with sexual problems were them­ 
selves sexually abused as children, 
they testified. 
B u t 
Rep. 
Geo-Karis 
disagreed 
with Alexander on the de-criminal­ 
ization of sex abuse. 
“You take the position the abuser 
shouldn’t be penalized? You would 
leave the sex-abusing parent in the 
home?” Geo-Karis asked. 
“What do we accomplish (by penal­ 
izing the abusing parent and/or re­ 
moving him from the home)?” Alex­ 
ander asked her in response. He de­ 
clared the current practice of placing 
such children in a succession of foster 
homes has been a “disaster.” 
THOMAS HANRAHAN, director of 
the Child Advocate Association, also 
questioned punitive measures against 
abusers and called for more treat­ 
ment facilities for both abused chil­ 
dren and abusing adults, for better 
sex and parenting education in the 
schools, and for better coordination of 
police and state agencies. 


But state social agencies were criti­ 
cized by most witnesses as inefficient 
and unresponsive. Much of the blame 
was laid on under-staffing and lack of 
training, but suggestions by the legis­ 
lators for increased funding or creat­ 
ing a new agency to handle child 
abuse problems were rejected 
by 
those testifying. 
A group of social workers from the 
Southwest YMCA and Oak Lawn High 
School described a community pro­ 
gram they have established to meet 
these needs locally. 


THE SOCIAL WORKERS described 
several cases in which teenagers had 
come to them after being molested by 
fathers, brothers ami other teenagers. 
They emphasized the need for sex 
e d u c a t i o n from grammar school 
through adulthood. 
“In many of these cases, the in­ 
cidents are denied or are considered 
unimportant by the parents,” said one 
counselor. 


A former assistant state’s attorney, 
Edna Epstein, urged that the rules 
governing the testimony of children in 
court and the use of corroborating 
statements by adults, as well as treat­ 
ment of child victims by the court 
system, be revised to make prose­ 
cution easier.

Wo u ld y o u pu bUsh a list o f fo o ds wh ich tend to raise ch o lestero l 
lev el? In o th er wo rds, wh ich fo o ds o ne sh o u ld av o id If th e ch o lester­ 
o l lev el is o n th e h igh side. 


Th ere is no ch o lestero l in fo o ds o f plant o rigin. It is o nly in 
animal pro du cts. Th e ch ief so u rces o f large amo u nts o f ch o lestero l 
in th e diet are egg y o lks, bu tter fat in bu tter, milk, ch eese and 
so me o rgan meats, especially liv er, brains and sweetbreads. 


Meat, fish and po u ltry all h av e abo u t 70 milligrams o f ch o lestero l 
in th ree and o ne-h alf o u nces (100 grams) raw weigh t. Yo u riio u ld 
try to limit y o u r ch o lestero l intake to 300 milligrams a day . By 
u sing fo rtified skim milk, bu ttermilk, u ncreamed co ttage ch eese fo r 
dairy pro du cts, av o iding th e h igh ch o lestero l fo o ds and u sing v ege­ 
table margarines, y o u can still eat (piite a bit <rf tiie meat, fish and 
po u ltry gro u p with o u t co nsu ming to o mu ch ch o lestero l. 


Unfo rtu nately th ere is mu ch 
more to keeping th e ch o lestero l 
do wn th an ju st eliminating th e h igh ch o lestero l fo o ds. Yo u need 
also to ^m inate o r av o id bo dy o besity by diet and ex ercise p i y o u 
need to limit y o u r to tal fat intake o f any ty pe and particu larly 
c(x itro l satu rated fat intake.

Ulcers are o ften asso ciated with ex cessiv e nerv o u s tensio n, bu t 
again we do see th em in peo ple with o u t any clear ev idence o f 
abno rmal stress and we see a lo t o f peo ple with lo ts o f stress wh o 
h av e neith er h igh blo o d pressu re no r u lcers. 


We see peo ple with an infinite v ariety o f stress reactio ns, nerv o u s 
diso rders and ev en psy ch o sis wh o h av e neith er medical pro blem. 


We kno w th at wh en peo ple are sick fro m any cau se, th ey may 
th en beco me nerv o u s, depressed o r emo tio nally u nstable. It is pret­ 
ty depressing to find o u t y o u h av e a serio u s cancer o r th at y o u h av e 
a serio u s h eart disease o r h av e ju st h ad a stro ke. 


So y o u can’t separate th e ph y sical, ch emical and emo tio nal re­ 
spo nses o f tl» bo dy any mo re th an y o u can decide wh ich co mes 
first, th e ch icken o r th e egg.

Cholesterol absent 


from plant foods 


Would you publish a list of foods which tend to raise cholesterol 
level? In other words, which foods one should avoid if the cholester­ 
ol level is on the high side. 


There is no cholesterol in foods of plant origin. It is only in 
animal products. The chief sources of large amounts of cholesterol 
in the diet are egg yolks, butter fat in butter, milk, cheese and 
some organ meats, especially liver, brains and sweetbreads. 


Meat, fish and poultry all have about 70 milligrams of cholesterol 
in three and one-half ounces (IOO grams) raw weight. You should 
try to limit your cholesterol intake to 300 milligrams a day. By 
using fortified skim milk, buttermilk, uncreamed cottage cheese for 
dairy products, avoiding the high cholesterol foods and using vege­ 
table margarines, you can still eat quite a bit of the meat, fish and 
poultry group without consuming too much cholesterol. 


Unfortunately there is much more to keeping the cholesterol 
down than just eliminating the high cholesterol foods. You need 
also to eliminate or avoid body obesity by diet and exercise and you 
need to limit your total fat intake of any type and particularly 
control saturated fat intake.

My buddies and I are having a discussion concerning ulcers, 
nerves and high blood pressure. Which occurs first, ulcers and then 
a nervous condition and high blood pressure or a nervous condition 
and then an ulcer and high blood pressure? 


Have fun. Doctors still argue about these points, especially in 
specific cases and the conclusions are sometimes no more enlight­ 
ened than the ones you may make. 


The problem is that one can’t generalize. Certainly one can have 
high blood pressure and not have any problems at all with nervous 
tension. High blood pressure may be related to being overweight, to 
having kidney disease or even to having certain hormonal ab­ 
normalities in the body. 


Ulcers are often associated with excessive nervous tension, but 
again we do see them in people without any clear evidence of 
abnormal stress and we see a lot of people with lots of stress who 
have neither high blood pressure nor ulcers. 


We see people with an infinite variety of stress reactions, nervous 
disorders and even psychosis who have neither medical problem. 


We know that when people are sick from any cause, they may 
then become nervous, depressed or emotionally unstable. It is pret­ 
ty depressing to find out you have a serious cancer or that you have 
a serious heart disease or have just had a stroke. 


So you can’t separate the physical, chemical and emotional re­ 
sponses of the body any more than you can decide which comes 
first, the chicken or the egg.

Oakum only material 


to caulk log cabin 


Dear Dorothy: Is there a way to caulk a log cabin other than 
using oakum? I’d like to use a material that could be sprayed into 
the cracks — that would set, but not so hard that it would chip or 
fall out. — Dorothy C. Sauer 


My checks result in the answer that oakum is the only reliable 
product for this kind of job. When you learn that this fiber is 
impregnated with tar, creosote or asphalt and is used for caulking 
wood hulls and for packing joints in caissons, you realize ifs the 
sturdiest of materials.

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America facing female crime wave 
sociologist tells scientist meeting

America is facing a “ female crime 
wave” and there may be more behind 
it than just the women’s liberation 
movement which often is cited as the 
cause, a New York sociologist said 
this week. 
Dr. Florence L. Denmark said the 
reasons responsible for the sharp rise 
in female crime rates during the past 
decade probably go far deeper than 
the increasing awareness of women’s 
options in society. 
“ The female offender, whether act­ 


ing by herself or with others, is not 
typically the emancipated intellectual 
striving for civil liberties,” Dr. Den­ 
mark told a final session of the Amer­ 
ican Association for the Advancement 
of Science meeting in Boston. 
“ Her crime is rarely an assertion of 
equal rights, or an unconscious at­ 
tempt at achieving her own or other’s 
rights. She may feel dominated by 
men or even wish to imitate men or 
obtain male approval for her ac­ 
tions.”

Ruth Rutschmann-Jaffe of Barnard 
College, Dr. Denmark said that al­ 
though arrests of men are still far 
greater than women, the rate of in­ 
crease in female arrests between 1960 
and 1973 was three times that of 
males. Female arrests for violent 
crimes increased by 278 per cent for 
women compared to 88 per cent for 
men. 
“ Clearly, women are no longer lim­ 
iting themselves to so-called traditio­ 
nally female crimes of shoplifting and 
prostitution,” 
Dr. 
Denmark 
said. 
“ Kitchen knives have given way to 
pistols and sawed off shotguns. 
“ We seem to be witnessing a female 
crime wave,” she told a special sym­ 
posium on violence in America. 
THE REASONS, she said, probably 
i n v o l v e an interaction of psy­ 
chological, social, economic, political 
and even religious factors. 
Denmark said the rise in female 
crime cannot be fully separated psy­ 
chologically from inner conflict and 
stress. And she said the fact that 
more women than men are reported 
to be suffering from some sort of 
mental illness suggests “ a powerful 
link between what women are ex­ 
periencing and what they are doing.”

One year later she sits in the 
pond, nude, serene, oblivious of 
the flurry of controversy that still 
surrounds her. 
“The Bather,” a concrete sculp­ 
ture designed by the late Pablo 
Picasso, is a Roling Meadows 
landmark — like it or not. 
Built in 1975 in the $30 million 
Gould Center at Golf Road and 
the Northwest Tollway, the sculp­ 
ture of a nude woman bathing in a 
pool is in the center courtyard of 
the company’s office-sports com­ 
plex still under construction. 
THE BATHER during its con­ 
struction was and still is, prob­ 
ably the most talked-about woman 
to settle in the suburbs.

Vote OK would meet library needs 


Arlington Heights library officials 
say approval of Saturday’s $2.25 mil­ 
lion referendum will satisfy Arlington 
Heights’ library needs for the next IO 
years. 
The referendum, if approved, would 
cost homeowners with a house as­ 
sessed at $10,000 approximately $8 a 
year during the next 20 years. 
Frank Dempsey, executive librar­ 
ian, said Wednesday he is optimistic 
about the outcome of the referendum 
because, he says, there has been only 
minimal public opposition. 
AT STAKE IS a $2.2 million bond 
issue to expand the library building at 
500 N. Dunton St. The proposed $1.6 


million expansion will extend the 
building across Fremont Street onto 
land now used as a commuter parking 
lot. 
A $50,000 remodeling of the existing 
building, $55,000 expansion of parking 
areas, and $265,000 for new library 
equipment 
also 
are

planned expenditures. 
When the library last went to the 
voters in April, its proposal included a 
tax rate increase, an auditorium, the 
expansion program and $720,000 in 
bonds for new books. 
All but the book purchases went

Suburban digest 
Shape up or else, 
Walker tells RTA 


Gov. Daniel Walker said Wednesday he will ask the Illinois Gen- 
erl Assembly to “do something” about the Regional Transportation 
Authority if it does not improve this year. “I supported the RTA 
and still think it’s a good idea,” he told students at the College of 
Lake County in Grayslake. “But I am very disappointed in what has 
come out of it. “They have given disproportionate attention to just 
paying off the deficit of the Chicago Transit Authority.” Walker 
said he also is disturbed that tbs RTA board has not worked out 
purchase-of-service agreements with most commuter railroads in 
the six-county Chicago area, and has done little to improve subur­ 
ban bus service. “I’m willing to give them a little more time, but if 
they don’t get on the ball and start moving, in the next session of 
the legislature, we’ve got to do something about it,” he said. 


Greyhound seeks stop in area 


The Greyhound Bus Co. may have a passenger and package 
service location in Rolling Meadows by summer. The bus firm is 
negotiating with city officials to operate a bus stop and package 
delivery and pickup service at Rolling Meadows Shopping Center, 
Kirchoff Road and Meadows Drive. “A bus stop in the city would 
be good for residents and also industry, which often uses the pack­ 
age delivery and pickup service Greyhound provides,” Jerry Met- 
vk, owner of Meadows Drugs and president of the shopping center 
association which is supporting the move. A Greyhound official 
said the nearest Greyhound terminals to the Northwest suburban 
area are in Elgin and Northlake. 


Teachers join bargaining unit 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 and Mount Prospect Dist. 57 teach­ 
ers have voted to join a bargaining coalition of elementary school 
teachers in the North and Northwest suburbs, and other area teach­ 
ers’ unions are expected to join soon. The North Suburban Unified 
Bargaining Council, representing 1,300 teachers in IO area school 
districts, was formed last spring to set collective bargaining goals 
for member unions and research the financial backgrounds of each 
school district. A Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 teachers’ union 
official says his union is expected to join the coalition within the 
next month and Arlington Heights Dist. 25 union leaders may con­ 
sider joining later this year. 


Oakton work on schedule 
Construction plans for Oakton Community College’s permanent 
campus are back on schedule, but college officials are still under 
orders to trim $1.7 million from its $12.7 million building budget. 
The Illinois Capital Development Board, which must approve all 
construction budgets for state schools and has ordered the budget 
cutback, told architects to continue designing the campus as 
planned. The architects have previously said they would not contin­ 
ue working on designs until the budget issue was resolved. College 
officials had feared that a delay in designing the campus would 
affect the scheduled fall 1978 opening.

Ford looks ahead to string of victories

President Ford, who defeated Ron­ 
ald Reagan by about 1,300 votes in the 
cliffhanger New Hampshire primary 
Wednesday, said his victory will pro­ 
pel him to a string of victories over 
Reagan and first ballot nomination at 
the GOP national convention. 
Democrat Jimmy Carter, mean-

while, bouyed by an unexpectedly sol­ 
id win over four liberal Democrats 
said he doesn’t have “ any fear” of the 
other candidates and predicted a first 
ballot victory at the Democratic con­ 
vention. 
With virtually all ballots counted, 
Ford had 54,824 votes, or 51 per cent; 
Reagan 53,507, or 49 per cent. Ford

also won 17 of the 21 delegates to the 
GOP national convention. 
In the Democratic race, with the 
vote also nearly complete, Carter 
polled 22,895 votes (30 per cent); Rep. 
Morris Udall, 18,594 (24 per cent); 
Sen. Birch Bayh, 12,557 (16 per cent); 
former Sen. Fred Harris, 8,824 (ll per 
cent); Sargent Shriver, 6,649 ( 9 per

cent). Carter won 13 convention dele­ 
gates and Udall the other 4. 
Campaigning in Illinois, Reagan 
said he “ couldn’t be more pleased” 
with his showing but it would be 
“ very difficult” to win in Illinois in 
three weeks. 
Reagan told reporters “ It’s an ex­ 
tremely uphill fight here. We know 
that the state organization has been 
well put together in regard to the 
President. We’ll take our own case to 
the grassroots and see at least how 
much of the vote we can get.” 
He said it will be “ an accom­ 
plishment” if he gets 40 per cent of 
the Illinois vote. 
In Washington, Ford scoffed at Rea­ 
gan for finding satisfaction with sec­ 
ond place. 
“ I never knew of a political cam­ 
paign where finishing second was any 
good,” he said. 
In reaction from Illinois, meantime, 
there is no indications that Carter, de­ 


spite his victory, will have support 
from Mayor Richard J. Daley’s or­ 
ganization in the March 16 presiden­ 
tial popularity contest. 
Carter, Shriver, Harris and Ala­ 
bama Gov. George Wallace are the 
only Democrats entered in the Illinois 
primary, and so far the Daley organi­ 
zation hasn’t come out for anyone. 


State Treasurer Alan Dixon, Daley’s 
choice for secretary of state, called 
Carter “ a favorite in a field of non­ 
favorites,” and said he thinks it is un­ 
likely the Daley organization would 
support him in the state’s primary or 
on the first ballot at the convention.

Howlett, Daley’s choice for governor, 
said Carter’s showing “ will make him 
a better candidate in Illinois,” but de­ 
clined to predict organization backing. 
Meantime, Morris Udall, who fin­ 
ished second in the primary, said he 
must lead the liberal pack in the Mas­ 


sachusetts primary or his candidacy 
is “ in real trouble.” 
Udall said the big difference be­ 
tween the Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire primaries is “ we are play­ 
ing with a full deck. All the candi­ 
dates are in the race.” 
Udall said if all the candidates, in­ 
cluding Wallace and Sen. Henry Jack­ 
son had run in the New Hampshire 
primary, he would have won. 
Reacting to the primary, Senate 
GOP leader Robert Griffin said if 
Ford captures the Florida primary, 
Reagan “ will be out of the race." 
Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D., the 
1972 Democratic presidential nominee 
said Udall “ clearly wen” the battle 
among “ more progressive” candi­ 
dates bidding for the nomination. He 
said: “ If we are heading toward a 
race between Udall and Carter, Udall 
is clearly the better man — in his 
record, his consistency of principle, 
and his vision of the country.”

Senate votes daylight time extension 
The Senate voted Wednesday to put the nation on daylight saving 
time for seven months a year instead of six, accepting arguments 
this would save energy and reduce traffic accidents and street 
crime. The legislation passed 70 to 23 and was sent to the House — 
which appears unlikely to act on it before the implementation date. 
As finally approved, the bill calls for starting daylight time on 
March 14 and terminating it in mid-October. Daylight saving time 
now runs from the last Sunday in April to the last Sunday in 
October. 


Schorr, of leak fame, cites ’pendulum1 
Suspended CBS reporter Daniel Schorr, under congressional in­ 
vestigation for releasing a secret House intelligence report, said 
Wednesday he was hit by a “ pendulum” swinging from public in­ 
terest in spy agencies to concern about security. Schorr told a news 
conference he did the right thing in making the House intelligence 
committee report available for newspaper publication, but disclosed 
no details of where he got it or how he channeled it to the Village 
Voice, a New York weekly newspaper. “ There have always been in 
our country two great urges — one towards security, one towards 
liberty,” he said. “ The pendulum constantly swings between them 


Union farm workers gef boost from court 
The Supreme Court Wednesday gave a boost to unionized Califor­ 
nia farm workers who are trying to keep cheap Mexican labor out 
of the state’s vineyards and lettuce fields. In an 8-0 decision, the 
court held that a California law punishing those who knowingly 
employs illegal aliens does not necessarily impinge on Congress’ 
control over immigration, under either statutes or the Constitution. 
Nevertheless the court sent the case back to the 2nd District Cali­ 
fornia Court of Appeals, which had ruled the statute uncon­ 
stitutional on its face, for closer examination as to whether it con­ 
flicts with federal law.

Country can't export revolution: Castro 
Cuban Premier Fidel Castro declared Wednesday it was impos­ 
sible for his country or any country to “ export” revolution through 
war but warned no one can prevent a nation from having a revolu­ 
tion. Castro spoke before 5,000 applauding delegates at the 25th 
Communist party congress in the Kremlin in an apparent reply to a 
warning from U.S. Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger to Cuba 
against armed intervention. “ No one can export revolution or im­ 
pose revolution by means of war,” the bearded Cuban leader said. 


Civilian role pact delayed in Portugal 
Last-minute complaints by political parties to the Portugal mili­ 
tary’s refusal to give up certain decision making powers Wednes­ 
day delayed the formal signing of an agreement giving civilians a 
bigger role in government. The centrist Popular Democrats and the 
conservatives in the Center Democratic Social party refused to sign 
the pact. The Socialists voiced objections. The crux of the con­ 
troversy was a new preamble to the agreement under which the 
military would retain decision making powers they had earlier 
agreed to surrender to elected officials. 


Palestinians free 2 kidnaped Americans 
Palestinian guerrillas Wednesday night freed two kidnaped Amer­ 
ican diplomats after four months of captivity and the U.S. embassy 
said they were in good health. Charles Gallagher, 44, and William 
Dykes Jr., 55, both officials of the United States Information Agen­ 
cy, were released shortly after 7 p.m. at the home of Lebanese 
Socialist leader Kamal Jumblatt. A U.S. embassy spokesman said 
Gallagher and Dykes would be flown to the United States “ almost 
immediately.” 


Police fire on Spanish strikers, I killed 
Police fired into a crowd of strikers in the southeastern town of 
Elda, Spain during a demonstration, killing one person in the first 
fatality of a wave of post-Franco strikes and street protests, the 
government announced Wednesday. A statement issued by governor 
of Alicante province said police were forced to fire into a crowd of 
protesters after shots were allegedly fired from their direction. The 
governor said the death of 20-year-old office clerk Teofilo del Valle 
Perez was the culmination to a series of street protests in the 
traditionally leftist region. 


Nixon told China 
wants to improve 
.U.S. relations 


PEKING (U PI) — Acting Premier 
Hua Kuo-feng toasted the health of 
President Ford for the first time 
Wednesday and told former President 
Richard M. Nixon that China wanted 
to “ further the improvement of Sino- 
U.S. relations.” 
Nixon, in a farewell toast to his Chi­ 
nese hosts, said the United States and 
China must work together in “ build­ 
ing a new world . . . building a bridge 
of understanding that reached from 
the Golden Gate of California to the 
Golden Gate of Heavenly Peace in 
Peking.” 
Nixon, the first private individual 
allowed the use of the Great Hall of 
People, threw a party there for his 
hosts on his last night in Peking and 
said the bridge he started building 
with his first visit to China four years 
ago was still not completed. 
“ We have begun to build a great 
bridge,” Nixon said. “ And as we build 
that bridge we will remember that it 
will be a bridge of understanding, a 
bridge of future respect and a bridge 
of lasting friendship between two 
great people — the Chinese people 
and the great American people.” 
Hua and Nixon held talks totaling 


more than IO hours during the former 
president’s stay in Peking. Very few 
visitors to China, no matter what 
their ranks, ever spend as much time 
talking with top Chinese leaders. 
Nixon and his party next go to 
Kweilin, a scenic city 1,100 miles 
southeast of Peking in Kwangsi Prov­ 
ince on the second leg of his three- 
city, eight-day visit to China. 
In related developments:

S e n . Barry M. Coldwater, 
R-Ariz., charged Nixon was “ violating 
the law” by discussing foreign policy 
in China and if the former president 
wanted to do the United States a favor 
“ he might stay over there.” 
Coldwater said “ . . . The Logan Act 
says no one but the President and the 
secretary of state can discuss foreign 
policy . . . and he made a tremendous 
mistake in doing what he did at the 
time he did it.” 
• Secretary of State Henry Kissin­ 
ger said Nixon will be questioned on 
his return about his talks with Chinese 
leaders. Kissinger said the adminis­ 
tration is always interested in what 
Chinese leaders say, although he 
would have “ chosen a different fo­ 
rum.”

Near midair crash is linked to controllers 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Safety in­ 
vestigators Wednesday blamed lax 
performance by two Federal Aviation 
Administration radar controllers for 
the near midair collision of two high­ 
flying jumbo jets last November near 
Carleton, Mich. 


The National Transportation Safety 
Board said the two planes, carrying a 
total of 306 persons, came within IOO 
feet or less of each other at a com­ 
bined speed of 978 miles per hour. It 
indicated little more than pure luck 


kept the planes from ramming togeth­ 
er. 


One of the controllers noticed at the 
last minute that the American Air­ 
lines DC10 and the Trans World Air­ 
lines LIOU were three or four miles 
apart on a collision course and or­ 
dered the American pilot to descend 
immediately, the board said. 


A total 24 persons aboard the craft 
were injured, three seriously, when 
the sudden evasive maneuver hurled 
flight attendants serving dinner and 


one passenger adjusting her seatbelt 
to the cabin ceiling and then to the 
floor. 


The safety board said that incident 
was but one of 21 reported near mid­ 
air collisions and 278 air traffic con­ 
trol system failures recorded by the 
FAA during the first ll months of 
1975. 


It urged the FAA to have all traffic 
controllers study the report of the 
Michigan incident, warning: “ The cir­ 
cumstances of this accident indicate 


that automation technology can lead 
to complacency when it takes the con­ 
troller ‘out of the loop’ by reducing 
the need for his interaction with a 
flight crew and deemphasizing the co­ 
operative aspects of the air traffic 
control system.” 


The board said the planes were so 
close the second controller, looking at 
his radar screen, “ saw the targets 
merge and then separate.” 


The American pilot, who saw the 
TWA craft just as the controller or- 


derd him to dive to avoid it, estimated 
the two planes were IOO feet apart. 
The ll crewmembers aboard the 
TWA plane, Flight 37 carrying 103 
passengers from Philadelphia to Los 
Angeles, were not told of their close 
brush with disaster until they reached 
their destination. 
The American craft, Flight 182 
bound with 179 passengers and 13 
crewmembers from Chicago to New­ 
ark, N .J., made an emergency land­ 
ing at Detroit so the injured could be 
taken to a hospital.

During the speechmaking, Daley re­ 
ferred to his campaign trip last week­ 
end to north suburban Kenilworth: “ I 
was out in the suburbs last week, and 
I really enjoyed it,” Daley said to the 
cheers of the suburban Democrats. 
D A LEY SAID, “ We know that the 
suburbs and the city are one unit — 
we realize you don’t have a suburb 
until you have a city. We’re one in the 
Democratic Party and I ’m thankful 
for you people in the suburbs because 
you are organized as a party.” 
Daley also defended the party or­ 
ganization, saying independent Demo­ 
cratic candidates such as those run­ 
ning with Gov.

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Debts the logical 
deficit solution? 
Don’t bet on it 


Roger Bardwell is a 
man 
who 
strongly believes in borrowing money 
to operate a school district. 
And his deficit financing beliefs 
have brought no end of criticism from 
the press, the people and his peers. 
Bardwell is superintendent of Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 59, a school dis­ 
trict that has been borrowing money 
to meet its budget for about 14 years. 
The district is projecting a $500,000 
to $2.3 million deficit in the 1976-77 
school year if current programs are 
maintained. The figure is variable be­ 
cause it depends on inflation, teacher 
salary increases and the amount of 
money the district will receive in 
state aid. 
The Dist. 59 board earlier this year 
decided to give a balanced budget a 
whirl and is studying what type of im­ 
pact it would have on programs and 
staff. 
THIS WEEK, board members sat 
through several hours of grim finan­ 
cial projections that point to multimil­ 
lion dollar deficits down the road. 
Bardwell admits the district is “not 
in as good shape as our neighbors,” 
but defends operating at a deficit — a 
practice the neighbors are trying to 
avoid. 
He pointed out this week that other 
districts have managed to save money 
during the years and built up a sur- 


Reform of workers’

plus of cash that they now are dipping 
into to prevent deficit spending. 
“They can use their savings ac­ 
counts to buy some time, but when 
you borrow from a cash surplus you 
can only do it once,” he said. 
Borrowing from the surplus “builds 
up on you so quickly” that before you 
know it you’re in a deficit, he said. He 
added that while these other frugal 
districts are stashing the cash they 
are taking more money than they 
need to from the taxpayer — and tax­ 
payers have a more immediate need 
for money than school districts. 
ON THE OTHER hand, Dist. 59 
doesn’t have to worry about going into 
a deficit because it is already there. 
“We’ve got all of our cards on the 
table,” Bardwell said. “We have noth­ 
ing to back into, nothing to bank on. 
We know how much we can borrow 
and it’s there every year.” 
What Bardwell seems to miss with 
his logic is that all of these districts 
with dwindling cash surpluses are tak­ 
ing steps now to prevent deficits. 
Practically without exception, North­ 
west suburban districts are mapping 
out long-range plans, finding ways to 
pare down their budgets, cutting staff, 
examining programs and making sure 
future ends meet. 
Bardwell is absolutely right when 
he says that school districts can bor­ 
row money more cheaply than your 
average taxpayer. But for every dol­ 
lar a school district borrows it must 
pay interest — and that means tax­ 
payers dollars going to banks rather 
than educational programs. 
Eventually, borrowing catches up 
with you. Dist. 59 resorted to borrow­ 
ing $1.75 million in teachers orders 
this year to bring enough money into 
the district to keep it going for a year. 
Teachers were paid in script earlier 
this year and the district sold bonds to 
put real money behind the script. 
Who is paying for the bonds? The 
taxpayer. Dist. 59 tax bills will auto­ 
matically go up during the next four 
years to pay back the debt. And resi­ 
dents never approved this tax in­ 
crease in a referendum. 
There may be outstanding reasons 
to borrow money to operate a school 
district. But I haven’t heard one yet.

Garbage is a 


public matter 


The question of who should 
collect a community’s garbage 
has been raised again, this time 
in Des Plaines, where the city is 
losing money on its municipal 
service. It lost $400,000 in 1974 
and $360,000 in 1975. More losses 
are predicted this year. 


Some officials are suggesting 
that private firms should be 
allowed to collect garbage, thus 
removing the cost burden entire­ 
ly from the city. 


Others, especially members of 
the public employes’ union, say 
p r i v a t e scavenger services 
won’t save Des Plaines resi­ 
dents any money. The way to re­ 
duce costs, they argue, is to re­ 
duce the number of supervisors 
in the department. 


City officials are studying the 
cost problem. They’ve talked 
about hiring a private firm to 
collect garbage in a portion of 
Des Plaines on a trial basis. 


We believe there’s an over­ 
riding reason to maintain the 
present system. Garbage collec­ 
tion, like water service, must be 
supplied to everyone within a 
community. It seems to us to be 
a basic government service. 


If Des Plaines wants to contin­ 
ue to provide its fine garbage 
collecting service, it obviously is 
going to have to control costs Tt. 
should also look to the experi­ 
ence of neighboring 
commu­ 
nities before it either partly or 
completely does away with an 
inexpensive 
system 
that 
has 
served its residents well. 


Give Prospect Heights 
a chance to develop 


Before the new City of Pros­ 
pect Heights can learn to walk, 
some local residents are trying 
to cut off its legs. 


A group of apartment and 
business owners in the month- 
old city are considering filing in 
court for disconnection from the 
city. 


They feel that the combination 
of increased taxes and limited 
services are reason enough to 
pull out of the fledgling commu­ 
nity. 


But Prospect Heights hasn’t 
had the chance yet to prove it­ 
self. Residents have a year until 
t h e 
filing 
period 
for 
dis­ 
connection ends; the least they 
can do is give the community’s 
government a chance to take 
shape before they attack it. 


At 
this 
moment, 
Prospect 
Heights needs all the support it 
can get. Later, residents will 
have a more legitimate reason 
to criticize its achievements and 
failures.

Wheeling’s move to form a 
municipal fire department and 
to withdraw from the Wheeling 
Rural Fire Protection district 
has forced Buffalo Grove offi­ 
cials into a decision-making pos­ 
ture they aren’t prepared to 
face.

Throughout our history, we have 
earned respect by meaning what we 
say. Professor Moynihan was ex­ 
emplary in this regard, If we speak in 
the weak tones pleasing to the ears of 
our allies, we are not speaking the 
language understood by our enemies, 


but only by the western minority in 
the U.N. The next U.N. Ambassador 
from the U.S. may appease our allies, 
but he will more than please the Rus­ 
sian bloc who take advantage of our 
every weakness. The world respects 
us for what we are, not for what our 
allies say we should or should not say.

Ask Andy 
Homely devilfish aren’t demonic 


Andy sends a 20-volume set of the 
Merit Students Encyclopedia to Laura 
Mancill, 12, of Lamar, S. C., for her 
question: 
WHAT IS A D EV ILFISH ? 
This question gave Andy quite a bad 
time when he sat down to answer it. 
Not because he didn’t know the an­ 
swer — quite the opposite. This time 
Andy knew a bit too much. He knew 
that there are two animals living in 
the ocean commonly called a de­ 
vilfish. And exactly which devilfish 
to write about was the problem. 
When men first began studying ani­ 
mals in a scientific way, one of the 
first things they considered was plac­ 
ing them in some sort of order. A bat, 
for example, flies through the air with 
the greatest of ease — but this doesn’t 
necessarily make him a bird. And the 
intelligent dolphin lives in the ocean 
and can swim with speed and grace, 
but that still doesn’t make him a fish. 
As the early naturalists collected 
data about nature’s creatures, they 
observed similarities as well as differ­ 
ences. Gradually they began to place 
them in orderly groups. They made a 
few mistakes at first, but that’s easy 
to understand when you think of the 
multitudes 
of 
creatures 
that 
fly,

swim, crawl, walk or hop. 
Our classification system is made 
up of seven basic groups: kingdom, 
phylum, class, order, family, genus 
and species. The kingdom is the larg­ 
est group, and the species is the smal­ 
lest. Since both of our devilfish belong 
to the animal kingdom, we can move 
down to the phylum. 
The animal kingdom is separated 
into 20 or more phyla. One of these is 
the phylum Chordata, or the animals 
with a backbone. In further divisions 
of this phylum we meet our first de­ 
vilfish — the manta ray. He’s a large 
flattish fellow, as much as 22 feet 
across and weighing 
up to 3.500 
pounds. He seems to fly through the 
ocean on huge, winglike fins. Although 
he might give you quite a start if you 
were to meet him face to face, he is 
really a rather gentle giant. And since 
he only eats small marine animals, 
you wouldn’t be on his menu. 
Our second devilfish, the octopus, 
belongs to the Mollusk phylum. This 
large group includes the snails, slugs, 
clams, oysters and the octopus. It’s no 
wonder the octopus is called a devil­ 
fish — he really looks the part. With 
eight long arms and two eyes bulging 
out from atop his head, he looks much 


fiercer than he really is. 
Although both the manta ray and 
the octopus are called devilfish, it is a 
name that neither of them deserves. 
For the most part they are gentle 
creatures and seldom bother man un­ 
less they are bothered first. 
Andy sends a 7-volume set of the 
Chronicles of Narnia to Deneen Hay- 
nie, 8, of Decatur, Ga., for her ques­ 
tion: 
HOW DOES A Q UEEN B E E B E ­ 
COME A Q UEEN ? 
A colony of busy buzzing bees can 
have as many as 60,000 members, but 
it will have only one queen. She is 
larger and more specially equipped 
than the workers and drones, and her 
very important job is to lay the eggs 
for the entire hive. In one day she 
may lay up to a thousand eggs, and 
during her five-year life span she 
might produce a whopping 2 million. 
Our royal queen secretes a sub­ 
stance that reassures the workers of 
her presence. The absence of this se­ 
cretion tells the workers they must 
prepare special cells in the comb for 
a new queen. The workers tirelessly 
nourish the larva of the growing 
queen with extra-nutritious food and 
secretions. When she is ready, the

TV primary coverage-giant yawn

NEW YORK (U P I) - There were 
almost enough television network em­ 
ployes in New Hampshire Tuesday 
night to have swung the vote in the 
Republican primary, and some of 
them had been there almost long 
enough to qualify for a ballot. 
From a television point of view, the 
time and labor, the expensive person­ 
nel and equipment, all ended up pro­ 
ducing a giant yawn.

in 
the 
Democratic 
primary, with Jim m y Carter, Morris 
Udall and Birch Bayh in one-two-three 
order, was predicted and therefore 
without excitement. 
ON THE R EPU BLIC A N $ide, the 
contest remained too close for the net­ 
works to call by midnight, so all but 
night owls and the politically pious 
went to bed unsatisfied. 
The trouble might lie in frustrated 
expectations. Back in 1952, when New 


Hampshire’s 
primary 
began, 
the 
state had its lake country as a 
summer attraction, the falling leaves 
in autumn, winter skiing and, as a 
harbinger of spring, the first prefer­ 
ence primary of the presidential elec­ 
tion year. 


By 1976, it had ballooned into an af­ 
fair covered over a period of months 
by the three television networks and 
the pencil press. 


It took a combined staff of almost 
400 people to let the nation know that 
immediately past midnight in the 
morning of Feb. 24, the 25 voters of 
Dixville Notch, N.H., cast their ballots 
— Gerald Ford ll, Ronald Reagan 4, 
on the Republican side, with the 
town’s IO Democrats giving Jim m y 
Carter 6 votes, and I each to 4 other 
contenders. 


W HEN IT CAME TO calling the 
state-wide results, ABC called the 


Democratic contest for Carter at 7:50 
p.m. Eastern time on its radio net­ 
work, even though all the polls didn’t 
close until 8 p.m. It couldn’t do the 
same on television at that hour be­ 
cause network time doesn’t begin un­ 
til 8 p.m., with affiliates on local ac­ 
cess until then. ABC called Carter on 
television at 8:05 p.m., Eastern time. 


Apparently the conventional wisdom 
was that the Democrats had just be­ 
gun to fight — among themselves, 
anyway — and the focus of interest 
lay with the Republicans, whose con­ 
test was too tight to predict.

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Suburban open space gets last chance 


by LEA TONKIN 


The last chance for open space has 
come to the Northwest suburbs. 


As the land is turned to new housing 
and business development, opportu­ 
nities to set aside undeveloped acre­ 
age disappear, said Tom Hamilton, a 
director of the North Cook County Soil 
and 
Water 
Conservation 
District. 
Hamilton will join a panel of land-use 
experts in a discussion of open space 
issues at the district’s annual meeting 
tonight in Schaumburg. 


The public meeting will start at 7:30 
p.m. in the Meineke Community Cen­ 
ter, 220 E. Weathersfield Way. Inter­ 
ested residents are invited but at­ 
tendance is limited to IOO persons. 
The district offices in Lake Zurich can 
provide reservations information. 
The conference is planned as a 
meeting place for area residents in­ 
terested in open space opportunities, 
Hamilton said. 
“ We’ve got to be able to work to­ 
gether and find out how we can help 
each other,” he said.

“ OUR HIGHEST priority should be 
to preserve natural areas not really 
suited for development, such as bogs 
and forests — now being converted to 
commercial development,” he said. 
“ Land is a commodity. Use the land 
according to its capabilities. If you do 
that, you’ll come up with open 
space.” 


The rapid development which char­ 
acterized the suburbs during the past

decade often failed to include open 
space planning, Hamilton said. “ What 
we lack is space for passive recrea­ 
tion,” he said. He envisions the pre­ 
servation of small land parcels for 
close-to-home recreation. 
“ Put into perspective, it’s not open 


space for itself. It’s for people,” Ham­ 
ilton said. Pockets of land should be 
preserved for their importance as rec­ 
reational, geological, historical and 
environmental areas, he said.

Developers must apply for a state 
permit to build within the flood plain 
of the Upper Salt Creek and its tribu­ 
taries under regulations effective Feb. 
I. 


Palatine, Elk Grove and Schaum­ 
burg townships are affected by the 
new standards. According to Tom 
Hamilton, chairman of the Salt Creek 
Watershed Steering Committee, the 
area is one of two in Illinois where the 
strict controls are enforced. The 
North branch of the Chicago River is 
the second location. 


The flood plain zoning is designed to 
prevent loss and destruction due to 
flooding, Hamilton said. The state au­ 
thority for flood plain management is 
in the 1971 amendment to the Rivers 
and Lakes Act. It calls for the Illinois 
Dept, of Transportation to define 
flood plains and set up a permit 
procedure to regulate construction on 
the flood plain. 


THE DEPARTMENT’S division of 
water resources will administer the 
permit program in the Upper Salt 
Creek region and other flood plains. 
The regulations will not eliminate de­ 
velopment. Construction will be per­ 
mitted in areas designated as the 
“ flood fringe” if it will not cause an 
increase in flooding problems. Per­ 
mits must be obtained from the Dept. 
of Transportation. In areas designated 
as “ floodway,” permits for construc­ 
tion will not be granted. 


If a homeowner plans a major ad­ 
dition, and the property is located 
within the flood plain, a permit from 
the state will be required. Although 
“ flood-proofing” development is en­ 


couraged, other improvements must 
meet state standards. 


Homeowners may decide to take the 
risk of development in the flood plain. 
But the state Dept, of Transportation 
must first consider the possible flood- 
causing impact of the project. 


In the long run, the state agency 
said, the flood plain regulations will 
decrease the total cost of owning or 
using a structure. The cost of pre­ 
cautionary measures is minimal com­ 
pared to the cost of repairing or re­ 
placing a building with extensive flood 
damage, the agency said. 


reasons is flood plain property, Ham­ 
ilton said. A newly enforced state 
regulation requires application for a 
permit to develop lands within the 
flood plain of the Upper Salt Creek 
and its tributaries. 


“ NO ONE CAN build on the flood 
plain without permission from the 
state,” Hamilton said. He serves as 
chairman of the Salt Creek Watershed 
Steering Committee. “ What this law 
is saying is that you can’t go against 
the laws of nature,” he said. Although 
the new regulation will mean “ some 
pain” for land owners and developers 
who planned construction projects in 
the flood plain area, it will prevent 
flooding problems encountered by 
owners of flood plain buildings, he 
added. 


When it comes time to plan devel­ 
opment of the remaining open areas 
in the suburbs, Hamilton said, an en­ 
lightened public can work together to 
preserve open space, “ the kind that 
heals the soul.”

County Soil and Water Conservation 
District meeting will include: 


• April Young, teacher and planner 
at the University of Illinois Circle 
Campus and director of the Open 
Lands Project. The project develops 
policy statements on land use issues, 


coordinating citizen efforts to reserve 
or acquire land. 


• Nil Gaston, an attorney and di­ 
rector of the Nature Conservancy. 
The conservancy promotes the acqui­ 
sition of Illinois natural areas for 
scientific, educational and aesthetic 
reasons. 


• Joe Nevius, assistant landscape 
architect for the Cook County Forest 
Preserve. He has worked on district 
property development. 


• Mike Ives, a land planner with 
the Michael Ives & Associates firm, 
who will discuss human engineering 
and how to use open space in devel­ 
opment. 


• Don Klein, executive director of 
the Barrington Area Council of Gov­ 
ernments. The agency has developed 
ordinances to insure orderly growth in 
the Barrington area. 


• Ellsworth Meineke, director of 
conservation for Spring Valley Nature 
Center in Schaumburg and associate 
director of the North Cook County Soil 
and Water Conservation district.

Stocks flirt 
with Dow’s 
1,000 mark 


NEW YO RK (U P I) - Prices closed 
mixed in heavy trading on the New 
York Stock Exchange Wednesday as 
the Dow Jones industrial average, 
fighting profit takers, flirted unsuc­ 
cessfully with the 1,000 barrier in 
reaching another three-year high. 
A late rally lifted the Dow average 
1.02 points to 994.57, the highest level 
since it finished at 996.76 on Feb. 13, 
1973. It was ahead three at the outset 
and off as much as five during the 
afternoon before rallying in the last 
hour. 
But other averages skidded. Stan­ 
dard & Poor’s lost 0.34 to 101.69, the 
N YSE common stock index 0.16 to 
54.46, and the average price of an 
N YSE by IO cents. 
THE M A RKET’S breadth figures 
reflected the profit-taking pressures 
and some investor uncertainty. Of the 
1,909 issues crossing the tape, 867 de­ 
clined, 678 advanced and 364 re­ 
mained unchanged. 
Volume totaled 34,680,000 shares, 
slightly better 
than the 34,380,000 
traded Tuesday. 
Most W all Street analysts said the 
significance of the Dow’s 
breaking 
through the 1,000 level would be that 
stock prices are approaching their 
highest level ever and have a chance 
to move even higher. 
The last time the blue-chip average 
of 30 industrials closed over 1,000 was 
Jan. 26, 1973, when it finished at 
1,003.54. The Dow reached its all-time 
high of 1,051.70 on Jan. ll that year. 
Analysts said W all Street was al­ 
most unanimous in expecting the blue- 
chip Dow average to crack 1,000. But 
it failed Wednesday because of pre­ 
planned selling by traders in advance 
of its reaching that level. 
“ THIS D E F IN IT E L Y was a factor 
in the Dow failing to move any more 
than it did,” said Monte Gordon, vice 
president of Dreyfus Corp. “ What was 
more significant, however, is that the 
market quickly absorbed the profit 
taking.” 
Chrysler, a I 1/8-point gainer in 
Tuesday’s rally, led the Big Board ac­ 
tives, gaining 2 1/8 to 18Ms on 664,600 
shares. The company said it expects 
to report profits in each quarter of 
1976. Were it not for its Airtemp divi­ 
sion, which it sold, Chrysler would 
have had a $34 million profit in the 
fourth quarter of 1975. 
Other auto stocks also advanced, 
helped by a stronger-than-expected 21 
per cent overall jump in mid-Febru­ 
ary sales. American Motors was the 
second most active issue, up 7/8 to 7% 
on 476,100 shares. General Motors 
rose I 3/8 to 66 1/8 and Ford % to 
52 1/8. 
Prices closed mixed in active trad­ 
ing on the American Stock Exchange. 
The average price of an Amex share 
increased by one cent. Volume totaled 
5 ,7 2 0 ,0 0 0 shares, compared with 
6,360,000 traded Tuesday.

A couple with several 
growing children will need a larger 
water heater than an older couple liv­ 
ing alone. 
• Is there a complete set of screens 
for doors and windows? Storm doors 
and windows? 
• If the house has a basement, is 
there any evidence of water seepage? 
• Are there connections for an auto­ 
matic washing machine and dryer? 


• The kitchen today has become 
one of the most important rooms in 
the house. Check to see if it is well 
laid out and convenient to work in. 
Are the counter tops and floors in 
good condition? Will they have to be 
replaced? Is the cabinet space ade­ 
quate? For casual meals, is there 
room for a dining table and chairs? 
• Equally important are the bath­ 
rooms. Home buyers should check the 
condition of the tiling around the tub 
and shower areas as well as around 
the vanity. If the grouting is not in 
good condition, it may indicate water 
leakage that could lead to damaged 
walls and ceilings. 
• Is there adequate closet space in 
each bedroom? This is especially im­ 
portant to a growing family. 
• Is there a separate linen closet 
centrally located to bedrooms and 
bathrooms or will linens have to share 
space with clothes in one of the bed­ 
room closets? 


• 
Is th e w i r i n g adequate? 
Frequently in older homes, unless the 
wiring has been completely replaced, 
the electrical system cannot accom­ 
modate the myriad of appliances in 
daily use in contemporary living. 
• Are the gutters and downspouts 
in good condition? 
• Are lawns and landscaping in 
good condition? Overgrown shrubs, 
dead or dying trees, and scrubby-look- 
ing grass may mean extra work .or 
money paid to a landscaper to fix up. 
“ All in all, an older home can be a 
tremendous value, provided you shop 
carefully and choose well,” Walters 
concluded.

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Love a consideration in property sale 


In order to have a valid agreement, 
there must be a consideration or a 
price must be paid for the property. If 
the money does not pass, then the 
deal is not valid. However, there is an 
exception to this rule. “ Love and af­ 
fection” can be just as valuable a con­ 
sideration as cold cash. 
DEAR MR. M ELTZER: I have a 
real problem! I may not be the owner 
of the house we now live in. 
The story begins with a gift from 
my father. Four years ago, his health 
started to fail. At that time he decided 
to give away most of his property. To 
me he gave a beautiful nine-room 
house worth about $60,000. My father 
passed away two years later. 
The second part of the story begins 
with ply husband. This year he de­ 
cided to get into real estate. He is 
going to school. 
One of his assignments was to pre­ 
pare a deed. He u$ed our house as an 
example. This is when he discovered 
that the consideration in the deed was 
$100. Worse yet, there is no evidence 
that the $100 was paid. In fact, there 
was good reason to believe it wasn’t. 


Now for the problem. 
My husband points out that a con­ 
tract without consideration is not va­ 
lid. Since the price was set at $100, 
and that was never paid, the whole 
transaction, he thinks, is void. He 
tells me that, in his opinion, my house 
will now become part of my father’s 
estate. My two brothers and sister 
would love to get their hands on this 
house. 
Now what do I do? — SCARED. 
Tell your husband to go back for 
more schooling. He has frightened you 
because he is only giving you half an 
answer. 
It is true that in an ordinary arm’s- 
length transaction there must be con­ 
sideration, and the money must pass. 
But this is not the case for a gift — 
especially one between father and 
daughter. 
In such cases, the consideration can 
be “ love and affection.” The fact that 
the $100 did not change hands does 
not, in any manner, invalidate the 
deed. Your father’s love for you was 
more than ample consideration. No 
money was required. 


Mr. Meltzer 
on real estate 


by Bernard Meltzer 


DEAR MR. M ELTZER: My builder 
wants to start the house in the middle 
of winter. He says freezing weather 
doesn’t bother his method of construc­ 
tion. He uses a special chemical 
called calcium chloride. He compares 
this chemical to antifreeze in a car. 
In that way, he says, he can pour the 
footings and foundation even if the 
temperature is zero. 
Shall I allow him to start?—WANT 
A GOOD JOB 
Don’t! Your house will be in trouble 
from the start if you do. Calcium chlo­ 
ride cannot be compared with anti­ 
freeze. To appreciably lower the 


freezing point of concrete would re­ 
quire so much calcium chloride that 
the concrete would be ruined. 
Concrete should never be poured on 
frozen ground. Once poured, it must 
be kept at 70 degrees for two or three 
days — or at 50 degrees for three to 
five days. 
DEAR MR. M ELTZER: Our son is 
in trouble. He is four months behind 
in his mortgage payments, his wife 
has left him,.he owes the finance com­ 
pany $1,800 and there are half a dozen 
other bills he can’t pay. I need not tell 
you that he is about to lose his house. 
Also, he is getting ready to leave 


town to escape his problems. Before 
he goes, he wants to turn the house 
over to us, his parents. The house is 
in his name, so he won't have any 
trouble giving us the deed. He says 
that in the way we will be the owners 
of the property — and the creditors 
will not be able to do anything be­ 
cause they will be unable to catch up 
with him. 
Can my son do that he says?—AN 
ESCAPE PLAN 
Your son can give you a deed, but it 
will not mean anything. In fact, all 
you’ll get from it is grief and harass­ 
ment. 
To start with, the wife not signing 
off messes up the title. The bank still 
has the right to foreclose, but now, in 
addition to your son, they will join you 
in the action. Also, all the creditors 
probably have liens against the prop­ 
erty by now. 
You are getting a true trojan horse 
as a gift. Don’t accept it! 
DEAR MR. M ELTZER: The elec­ 
tric company has just ruined my 
yard. They have mutilated four beau­ 
tiful oak trees I planted 25 years ago. 


Through the years, my plantings 
have grown tall and straight — while 
I have grown bent and stooped. In 
summer, the shade they cast rr.akes 
the yard a delight. All this has now 
changed. 
Last week, when I was out shop­ 
ping, a crew from the electric com­ 
pany arrived and mutilated them. 
They cut down the branches to half 
their size. Of course, I screamed! 
They tell me they had the right to do 
this because the tree branches were 
interfering with the electric wires. 
Who gave them that right? I never 
did — and I have owned the house 
since it was built.—MY TREES ARE 
NAKED. 
You didn’t, but the builder of your 
house did. Way back, while your 
house was being built, he gave the 
electric company an easement so that 
they could put up the poles and string 
the wires. 
Included in the easement was the 
right to cut down and trim all trees 
and shrubbery that might in any way 
interfere with service.

Several significant factors are re­ 
sponsible for the consistent sales vol­ 
ume increase of the MAP Mutliple 
Listing Real Estate Service and these 
factors were outlined at the recent 
MAP directors meeting where the 
January sales report was released.

Happiness a warm hearth for young businessmen 


The company “office” is the middle 
of the warehouse floor. A wood-burn­ 
ing stove warms visitors. On all sides 
are racks of pungent oak and hickory. 
Baskets of “fat light-ard” sit on a 
table. “Fat light-ard” is a type of pine 
wood, heavy with resin and readily ig­ 
nited. 
WHEN HART OR Wardle make a 
house call, they take along a little 
brown box equipped with a meter and 
a two-pronged skwer-like instrument. 
It operates electrically and gives an 
exact reading on the moisture content 
of the wood. With the box, Hart can 
readily tell a customer if his dying 
fire is caused by burning wood that's 
too green.

“He was gone so long,” said his 
blonde wife, Penny, 33, “that I started 
to call the police.”

AVON, Colo. (UPI) - Willis Not­ 
tingham regarded his 2,200 acres of 
Aspen-lined meadow in the Colorado 
Rockies as a fine cattle ranch. Vail 
Associates envisioned the tract as the 
most environmentally sound ski area 
in the nation. 
Nottingham refused VA’s first pur­ 
chase offer in the early 1960s.

Christened for the Eagle River tri­ 
butary running through the area, Bea­ 
ver Creek has been designed as a 10- 
12 chairlift ski area which harmonizes 
with rather than destroys its sur­ 
roundings. 
LOCATED IO MILES west of Presi­ 
dent Ford’s favorite ski slopes at Vail, 
Beaver Creek has been planned with 
an internal mass transit system, a 
water purification plant and stiff 
building regulations to minimize envi­ 
ronmental 
effects. 
Vail 
Associates 
even has made plans to ban tradition­ 
al fireplaces if smoke emission threat­ 
ens air quality. 
Offering summer sports as well as 
winter, Beaver Creek has a projected 
population of 12,000 by its 1990 com­ 
pletion date at a total cost of $20 mil­ 
lion. VA hopes the first skiers will 
take to the slopes by 1979. 
Bob Barker, senior vice president of 
VA, envisions the area as a model for 
all future environmentally sound rec­ 
reation projects, and a necessary one. 
“If recreation has a future in this 
country, it has to be along environ­ 
mentally sensitive lines,” he said. “It 
is not possible in this day and age for 
an environmentally unsound area to 
make it. People are now buvinc the 
environment as part of their experi­ 
ence.” 
BOUNDED ON all four sides by Na­ 
tional Forest lands to halt further 
growth, Beaver Creek, for all its envi­ 
ronmental considerations, has drawn 
considerable criticism.

Managing your family’s money 


by MERLE E. DOWD 


Q. “I’ve been impressed with sev­ 
eral old houses that were completely 
rehabilitated into modern homes at 
what I believe was less than building 
a new one by a substahtial margin. 
But, I'm afraid to buy an old house 
that might have shaky foundations or 
termites. Will a thorough inspection 
assure a sound structure in a house?” 
— C.A. 


A. If you are willing to tackle a re­ 
habilitation job of that magnitude, you 
must be knowledgeable about house 
structure and systems. You could fol­ 
low a checkout system detailed in a 
new handbook published by the U.S. 
Dept, of Agriculture,“New Life for 
Old Dwellings,” USDA Handbook 481, 
available from the Government Print­ 
ing Office, Washington, D.C. 20402. 
The cost is $1.70. 


If you would prefer an outside opin­ 
ion, look in the classified section of 
y o u r 
telephone 
directory 
under 
‘ ‘ B u i l d i n g Inspectors.” Some in­ 
spectors in a few cities now offer an 
insured inspection service. If the in­ 
spector misses something serious in 
the structure that must be repaired 
within a set time, they will pick up 
the tab for correction. 
Other 
in­ 
spectors may render only an opinion. 


Q. 
“Last year the penalty rate 
charged on income taxes not paid 
on time was increased to 9 per cent 
from 6 per cent. What is the rate like­ 


ly to be this year?” — W.T. 
A. The Internal Revenue Service be­ 
gan varying the rate charged on back 
taxes and on its own delayed refunds 
in 1975 according to the prime rate 
charged by 90 per cent of the major 
banks in the United States. 
For years the rate was 6 per cent, 
but last year the rate began at 9 per 
cent. Starting Feb. I, 1976, the rate 
was 7 per cent and will remain at that 
rate for the next 12 months. 
Q. “Christmas left us further in 
debt, and now I’m worried about my 
wages being garnisheed. I think the 
stores cannot take all my money. How 
much can I keep if I am garnisheed?” 
— M.P. 
A. Since 1974, only that part of your 
wages in excess of a minimum can be 
garnisheed. 
The federal 
minimum 
wage for 1976 increases to $2.30 an 
hour if you are working in a nonagri­ 
cultural job. For agricultural work­ 
ers, the minimum will be $2.00 for 
1976. 
If your take-home pay (the amount 
left after income and Social Security 
tax withholding) is $69 or less, no part 
of your wages can be garnished. If 
your wages exceed $92 per week, no 


more than 25 per cent of your take- 
home pay is subject to garnishment. 
If you are paid less often than once 
a week, your employer or the Labor 
Department can convert your take- 
home earnings to a weekly scale. If 
paying your bills continues to be a 
problem, you should seek outside help 
from a local office of the Consumer 
Credit Counseling Service, if one is 
available, or some similar help. 
Ask your employer to recommend a 
counselor; usually this type of help is 
available without cost or for a min­ 
imum fee. Do not ask help from a 
commercial debt adjuster who will 
take 15 per cent of any money as a 
fee. 
Q. “Cooking in an automatic slow- 
cooker appeals to me because I can 
fix dinner before I leave for work. 
Plus, long slow cooking tenderizes the 
less expensive cuts of beef that I was 
not able to use before. But, I’m wor­ 
ried about not killing all the bacteria 
in meat. Is the temperature in crock 
c o o k e r s 
h i g h 
enough 
to 
be 
safe?”—B.R. 
A. Most slow cookers hold foods at 
temperatures between 160-180 degrees 
F when set at low heat. Food poison­ 


ing bacteria are killed at tempera­ 
tures as low as 160 degrees, according 
to Dr. Steve Drake, food scientist at 
Washington State University. 


Most cookers raise the temperature 
to 160 degrees quickly, but check your 
cooker with a thermometer if you are 
concerned. Electrical fires from leav­ 
ing the cooker plugged in without any­ 
one around could be more of a hazard 
than food poisoning. Leave the cooker 
in a sink or other relatively safe spot 
and make sure the fuse or circuit 
breaker works.

Energy unit urges apartment meters 


Apartment dwellers 
whose elec­ 
tricity bill is included in monthly rent­ 
al payments often use mor$ than 
double the power consumed by ten­ 
ants who pay their own utility bills. 


That’s the finding of a study con­ 
ducted by the Midwest Research In­ 
stitute for the Federal Energy Admin­ 
istration. The report said the potential 
energy savings from the elimination 


of master meters can amount to mil­ 
lions of barrels of oil each year. 
Tenants who live in master-metered 
apartment buildings will not be affect­ 
ed by a switch to individual meters if 
Good year for brokers predicted 


“I expect 1976 to be the finest year I 
have ever seen in real estate!” said 
Robert L. Zaun, president of the 12 
Homefinders offices in the Northwest 
suburbs. 
“The American people are tired of 
being held down” is the basis for 
Zaun’s forecast. 
Specifically, Zaun points to the fol­ 
lowing positive indicators for a “super 
’76” in real estate: 


• Interest rates have stabilized since 
mid-1975 and gone down steadily since 
October, and this has happened in the 
face of the greatest U. S. Treasury 
borrowings in history. In addition, in­ 
flation and interest rates are now well 
below the double-digit rates of a year 
ago. 


• From January through June, 1975, 
savings and loan associations took in 
the greatest inflow of funds compared 
to any other similar period in the his­ 


tory of savings institutions. In fact, 
these six-month figures were greater 
than any 12 month period in history, 
with the exception of 1972. 
• Home prices have increased IOO 
per cent in the last decade, but me­ 
dian family income has increased 110 
per cent during the same period. 
This does not include a qualitative ad­ 
justment for appliances, air condi­ 
tioning and similar costly items which 
were not included IO years ago. Al­ 
though the percentage of eligible 
home buyers has decreased in the last 
two years, the total market has in­ 
creased approximately 40 per cent. 
“Furthermore,” states Zaun, “we 
are witnessing increased activity in 
the secondary mortgage markets. In­ 
vestors are becoming more active and 
will soon outnumber available quality 
loan packages. So we aren’t letting 
the ‘gloom and doom’ forecasters get 
us down!”

The contrast between the last two 
Christmas seasons illustrates Zaun's 
optimism for the current year.

the cost of conversion is great, said 
Marilyn McGee, director of the Baird 
& Warner, Inc., property manage­ 
ment office in Arlington Heights. 


SHE PREDICTED an increasing 
number of new apartment buildings 
will feature individual meters to cut 
utility bills. 
“One reason why people choose 
apartments is because they can budg­ 
et according to their monthly rental 
rate,” Ms. McGee said. She added an 
estimated 20 per cent boost in elec­ 
tricity costs during 1976 and rising 
rates for natural gas account for the 
trend of higher rental rates. “It’s 
very difficult for owners to continue 
to operate and manage a building 
where there are these increasing 
costs,” she said. 
The study by the Midwest Research 
Institute includes the following con­ 
clusions: 
• In some cities rn aster-metered 
tenants used more than double the 
electricity of their counterparts who 
paid their own electric bills, and on 


an average master-metered apart­ 
ment dwellers used 35 to 37 per cent 
more electricity. Most of the waste 
was found in lighting and household 
appliance use. But the Boston Edison 
Co. reported an annual loss of $3.2 
million from air conditioners running 
in empty, master-metered apartments 
during peak use hours. 


• Roughly one-third of the apart­ 
ment buildings in the United States 
are master metered and in 1975 they 
used about 26 billion kilowatt hours of 
electricity. Had they been on individ­ 
ual meters, a savings of about 7 bil­ 
lion kilowatt hours would have elimi­ 
nated the need for one large nuclear 
power 
plant. 
This 
would 
be the 
equivalent of saving 13 million barrels 
of oil a year or 35,000 barrels a day. 


• While less data is available for 
office buildings, it was estimated 5 to 
IO per cent of electrical use could be 
saved through individual metering, or 
32,000 to 64,000 barrels of oil daily. 
• Rewiring all existing master-me­ 
tered apartments to individual meters 


would cost about $1.3 billion, but could 
result in an energy savings by the 
year 1990 of 25.8 million barrels of oil 
a year. Banning future construction 
with master meters but permitting 
existing master meters to stay would 
save about half as much energy. 
“IT IS CLEAR that new federal leg­ 
islation requiring individual metering 
of electricity for all residential dwell­ 
ing units has the broadest impact and 
yields the greatest potential savings,’’ 
the study said. 
It suggested the ban could be ac­ 
complished most realistically by first 
preventing master meters on new con­ 
struction and then using economic in­ 
centives such as tax credits to encour­ 
age retrofitting of already existing 
master-metered apartments. 
That would require action by Con­ 
gress, which could take some time, 
the study said, but in the meantime 
federal agencies could, with an execu­ 
tive order, move immediately to re­ 
quire individual meters on federal 
program housing and retrofittings on 
government-owned buildings.

Don’t let rent increases 
stampede you into move 


If you’re an apartment renter fac­ 
ing a rent increase this spring, don’t 
let yourself be stampeded into a 
move. You might have a better deal 
than you realize where you are now 
living, and the cost of moving might 
wipe out any saving you expect from 
a less expensive apartment. 
That’s the advice of the man who 
broke the news that rents of Chicago 
area buildings managed by Baird & 
Warner, Inc. will go up an average of 
7 per cent on leases taking effect May 
I. 
“Averages 
are 
frequently 
mis­ 
leading,” said William D. Sally, CPM, 
vice president and general manager 
of the company’s property manage­ 
ment division, which is one of the 
leading management companies in 
the area. 
There are great variances from 
building to building, depending on op­ 
erating expenses and vacancies, he 
said. Operating expenses, including 
fuel, utilities, insurance, maintenance, 
supplies and management services 
have all continued to climb, shrinking 
profit margins for owners and making 
rent increases necessary. 
“Many of the specific increases are 
moderate, especially in the face of 
what is happening to operating costs. 
The biggest increases are occurring 
where expenses rose dramatically, 
where the tenant is having a two-year 
lease expire, or if last year’s increase 
was kept substantially lower than it 
should have been, especially in new 
buildings, 
because of competitive 
pressures,” 
Sally said. 
In other 
words, the people who are getting the 
biggest increases this year are those 
who, for the most part, got the biggest 
breaks last year. On a pro rata basis 
they are no worse off than people who 
got lower rent increases last year and 
again this year. 
Sally also points out that the slump 
in apartment construction has nar­ 
rowed the supply and there really 
aren’t that many bargains to be found 
in choice locations close to work, pub­ 
lic transportation and so on. 
Finally, there is the reality of the 
high costs of moving. 
“When you take into account all 
moving expenses, plus the possible 
added expenses of living in a new lo­ 
cation, it could add to a hefty 
amount,” Sally said. Here are the 
things you should consider: 
• How much will it cost you to 
move? If you use a commercial mov­ 
ing company, figure on paying at 
least $50 an hour for three men and a 
van. Depending on whether 
the 
movers do all the packing and un­ 


packing or you do, the move could 
take up to a half-day or longer- The 
tab: around $250 or more. 
• How much will you pay to make 
up for damage and breakage during 
moving? This may be minimal if pro­ 
fessional movers do the job, or it 
could be a lot if you’re a do-it-your- 
s e l l e r . Pictures and lamps are 
frequent casualties. 
• How much will it cost you to re­ 
furnish? By refurnish, Sally refers to 
buying new carpeting and draperies 
to fit your new apartment, since in 
most cases your present carpeting 
and draperies won’t fit. If your tastes 
aren’t extravagant, you might get 
away for $800. 
• What additional utilities will you 
be paying? Depending on the heating 
and electrical system, you would wind 
up paying more for electricity and 
gas. Of course, you could wind up 
paying less. Investigate to find out. 
Be sure to find out what you’ll have to 
pay for hook-up and installation 
charges, plus deposits that some utili­ 
ties may require. 
• Will your amenities cost you 
more? Buildings vary in what they 
charge for things like using the 
swimming pool, saunas and tennis 
courts. If you use these facilities, find 
out what they’ll cost in the place 
you are considering. 
• Will parking cost you more? The 
more centrally located a building is, 
the more you’ll pay for garage park­ 
ing and the harder it will be to find 
street parking. Conversely, the fur­ 
ther out you go, the cheaper parking 
becomes. 
• 
Will transportation cost you 
more? You may be presently living in 
an apartment close to public trans­ 
portation, such as the OTA or a com­ 
muter bus or rail line. If you move 
further out, your transportation costs 
will rise. A 25 cent per trip increase 
amounts to $125 more a year. Or you 
may have to buy a car. 
• What about shopping? Check how 
far it is to stores from the new place 
you’re considering. Also check the 
stores’ prices. It costs less if you’re 
within walking distance of a number 
of competitive stores. 
• How much more will you have to 
pay for a security deposit in the new 
building? 
“All of these elements have to be 
checked and balanced against what 
you expect to save in rent,” Sally 
said. 
Suppose you live in a $250 per 
month one-bedroom apartment and 
you get a 15 per cent increase. That’s 


$37.50 more per month and $450 more 
per year. You find another one-bed- 
room apartment a little farther out 
where the rent is $260 a month. That’s 
just a $10 increase or $120 a year. So 
if you move, you expect to save $330 
(the difference between $450 and 


$120.) 
“But moving expenses will wipe out 
more than half of the expenses, refur­ 
nishing will take care of the rest, and 
you may wind up in the hole when you 
add in the other expenses,” the Baird 
& Warner executive said. 
On top of that, a year from now 
you’ll probably be faced with another 
increase as that owner tries to catch 
up on expenses. Many landlords are 
not giving leases for more than one 
year in most cases, to protect them­ 
selves against cost increases. So 
you’ll be faced with the same situ­ 
ation all over again.

How windows are placed, their size 
and the glass that is used in them are 
important aspects to be considered in 
planning a home in order ta gain 
more livability and operating econo­ 
my through energy conservation. 


This attention to “window detail” 
can influence fuel savings in a new

when 
designing

To begin with, keep in mind that a 
southern exposure opens the house to 
the maximum amount of daylight and 
also to the greatest amount of solar 


heat in the winter. Therefore, the win­ 
dows on the south side of a house 
should be large, and they should be 
planned in conjunction with a proper­ 
ly engineered roof overhang.

“It’s a mistake to underrate the val­ 
ue of free solar heating when it comes 
to home design,” says John Pike, 
manager of Libbey-Owens-Ford Com­ 
pany’s residential market. “When a 
house is totally planned and built to 
utilize sun heat, the cost of winter fuel 
bills can be greatly reduced.

6-foot-8 junior Brian Allsmiller. The 
all-state candidate tossed in 23 points 
for the Bison and added 12 rebounds 
and six blocked shots. 
While Allsmiller was cold at the 
start, teammates Scott Groot and 
Mike Ledna helped build a 104 first 
quarter lead. Groot hit a 35-footer at 
the gun to bring the huge crowd to its 
feet. 


Cold streaks were the rule rather 
than the exception for Conant, how­ 
ever. After playing the first five min­ 
utes of the game without a score, Co­ 
nant got a 12-foot jumper from Pete 
Scaffidi — and the Cougars trailed 
just 4-2 at that point.

‘Tight’ Cougars

One minute to mourn. 
“We gave them one minute to cele­ 
brate after we beat Schaumburg. And 
we gave them one minute to celebrate 
after we beat Forest View to clinch 
the South title,” Dick Redlinger said 
in the Conant Cougar dressing room 
after the South Division champions 
had dropped a 48-28 decision to Buf­ 
falo Grove. 
“And now we’re giving them one 
minute to mourn before we start look­ 
ing to the regional.” 
One minute is 60 seconds too long. 
That the Cougars were even in the 
overflowing Buffalo Grove gym for 
the league championship was amaz­ 
ing. 
Amazing because, individually, no 
Cougar would turn any heads as a 
basketball player. But together, as a 
team, they surprised everybody but 
themselves to win the South title and 
scrapped with the Bison on even 
terms until talent and size prevailed. 
Their favorite saying is, “We’re No. 
6.” A unifying jab at the “experts” 
who foresaw them finishing no higher 
than that in the South Division race. 
“I think the kids were too tight.” 
Redlinger said. “And I'd have to take 
the blame for that. We were telling 
them all week they’d have to play a 
good game. That they couldn't make 
mistakes. 
“It looked like they were afraid to 
run the offense,” Redlinger continued. 
“When we worked it inside we got 


some baskets but a lot of times we 
were open but we didn’t pass.” 
Often, when they did get open, the 
shots they took came back in their 
faces, courtesy of Brian Allsmiller. 
The 6-8 junior, a franchise unto him­ 
self, blocked eight shots, hit for 23 
points and snared 12 rebounds. 
“He was rough,” said Conant guard 
Pete Scaffidi. “He blocked one of my 
shots and then I started thinking 
about where he was before I shot. 
“I think their size intimidated us.”

What the Bison didn’t give them 
was the outside shooting that would 
have loosened up the inside. Scaffidi 
didn't get off a jumper until the sec­ 
ond half but Totten’s two buckets 
from the top of the key brought Co­ 
nant within range at 26-20 with 3:18 
left in the third quarter. 
But turnovers and Allsmiller kept 
the Cougars off the board the rest of 
the quarter and deep into the fourth. 
By then it was over. 
“We’ve got to put this behind us and 
look to the regional now,” Redlinger 
said. “I hope to play a few more 
games.” 
The minute to mourn was over. 


Buffalo Grove, district champions all, 
each hit their high score of the season 
in taking their respective crowns. 
The most stunning performance w’as 
turned in by Dennis Mazur’s Buffalo 
Grove Bison, who copped their own 
district crown with a best-ever 139.39 
score. Mazur has set his sights on the 
140 mark for the sectional. 


“That was the best meet we've ever 
had,” Mazur said. “But I don’t think 
we'll have a chance to win the sec­ 
tional. We’re shooting for Prospect. 
“I took the three best scores on 
each event from all our meets this 
year and added them up,” Mazur con­ 
tinued.

No developments 
in baseball talks 


Representatives of the major league baseball owners and players 
held a brief, jet-age style negotiation session here Wednesday, but 
failed to make any progress in the contract dispute that threatens 
the upcoming season. 
Marvin Miller, executive director of the Major League Baseball 
Players Association, met for three hours with American League 
President Lee MacPhail, National League President Chub Feeney, 
and John Gaherin, chief negotiator for the owners. 
Feeney said no new proposals were discussed at the meeting and 
both sides would meet again in New York City Friday. 
Miller said no progress w as made and termed the meeting “ re­ 
hash” of the owners’ position. 
“ We got such reactions, most of the questions were to clarify,” he 
said. 
Asked what the reactions were, Miller replied, “ That’s my defini­ 
tion of ‘no progress.’ ” 
MacPhail and Feeney announced Monday the owners would not 
open spring training, scheduled to begin March I, until a new Basic 
Agreement was reached with the Players Association. 
Miller repeated his charge that the owners’ action was intended 
to mislead the public into believing the Players Association is hold­ 
ing up the 1976 season because of its demands on the Reserve 
Clause.

Court hearing in cage bribe case 


Two Texas A&M freshmen and their attorneys go into a court- 
ordered hearing with Southwest Conference officials Thursday to 
rebutt charges they received bribes to play basketball for the 
school. 
Kenneth W. Herrick, presiding officer of the SWC, said the con­ 
ference could, after the hearing, disclose the evidence against the 
tw o players, Karl Godine and Jarvis Williams. 
The same nine faculty representatives, who 12 days ago ruled the 
evidence merited suspending Godine and Williams, will then vote 
on whether to reimpose the suspension after the hearing. 
The faculty representatives have refused to discuss the merits of 
(he case or their Feb. 15 meeting, in which the vote was taken to 
suspend the two players through the 1976-77 season. Several SWC 
officials have said the vote was ‘decisive.” 
Since then, though, Godine and Williams have sat out only one 
game. Three days after the SWC meeting, a federal judge in Dallas 
ruled the pair did not receive a chance to defend themselves 
against the charges and, until they did, could not be suspended. 


Electrical problems cited in track fire 


Electrical problems may have caused the fire that killed 68 har­ 
ness-racing horses, valued at about a half million dollars, Tuesday 
at a Cahokia Downs Race Track barn. 
William N. Buxton, a state fire marshal, said track personnel told 
him the complex in Which the barn is located had electrical prob­ 
lems “for some time.”

“ I made up my mind that things 
were extremely safe,” said John Bell, 
a business executive and veteran di­ 
ver from a suburb of Indianapolis, 
Ind. “ We had outstanding guides. 
They added to the safety.” 
Unlike the film version, the shark 
cage was small — 4 foot by 2 foot by 8 
foot. 
Bell said he was so “ engrossed with 
trying to get good motion pictures,” 
he wasn’t concerned with the sharks 
penetrating the half inch steel-barred 
cage. “ There was plenty of food (20- 


pound chucks of horsemeat) outside 
the cages for the sharks to bite on.” 
He experienced one thrilling, chill­ 
ing moment. The 18-foot shark ac­ 
cidently got the cage’s rope tangled in 
its mouth while chewing some horse­ 
meat. Bell became concerned when 
the huge man-eater dragged the cage 
completely under water. He was only 
using a snorkel because the cage was 
too small to use scuba gear. 
After about a 25-second rocky ride, 
the shark broke free. “ I was told later 
that if it made up its mind to get 
through the bars, it would have had 
no trouble getting through them,” 
said Bell. 


If there was any danger, it was on 
the deck. Besides the boat’s crew and 
its four tourists, there was a TV film 
crew from a local station. With so 
many people taking movies and photo­ 
graphs, everyone had to be careful 
not to knock someone overboard. 
Both Bell and Roessler were impress­ 
ed with how cautious these sharks 
were. And there was something else, 
too, “ No matter how carefully you are 
looking, you never see it coming. 
They almost always come from be­ 
hind you,” added Roessler.

‘Black Saturday9 results 
despite tiro swim marks

Rolling Meadows’ swimming ace 
Tom Stahnke set two new records in 
last 
Saturday’s 
Arlington 
District 
meet. 
Yet he still refers to it as “ black 
Saturday.” 
First off, even though he set a new 
record in the 50-yard freestyle with a 
22,970 second clocking, a judges’ deci­ 
sion gave the district title to Tom Cole 
of Prospect. 
“ I guess it just wasn’t the Stahnke 
fam ily’s day,” said the tall young 
man who’s a threat in this weekend’s 
state meet in both the 50-freestyle and 
the butterfly. “ After losing the 50 the 
way I did, my father got so excited 
when I won the butterfly that he 
jumped up, slipped on a patch of wa­ 
ter and broke his leg,” Stahnke ex­ 
plained. 


Despite the injury, Stahnke’s father 
and mother w ill be poolside at Hins­ 
dale South Friday as their son tries to 
get into the finals in his two events. 
Nothing has stopped them from seeing 
son Tom’s meets. 
Swimming competitively since he 
was eight years old, Stahnke said he 
can’t remember when his parents 
weren’t watching him compete. “ No 
matter where in the state the meet 
was, they’d be there,” he said. 
Only a junior, Stahnke is ranked 
sixth 
statewide 
in 
the 
butterfly, 
through his district record time of 54.0 
seconds set last weekend. In the 50- 
freestyle, his time just misses the top 
18 in the state, although he has gone 
22.4 in the event this year, which 
would put him fourth statewide. 


“ I haven’t gone that fast in some 
time, though,” Stahnke said, adding 
he thought his best chance was in the 
b u t t e r f l y event. “ But everything 
goes so fast in the 50, just one mis­ 
take can kill you,” he said. “ Last 
year the top seeded guy in the 50 
didn’t even make the finals.” 
This is the second trip to the state 
meet for Stahnke, who was sick the 
week before the big event and did not 
make the final cut last year. But the 
experience, Stahnke hopes, w ill help 
him be more relaxed this weekend. 
W ill he be out to avenge himself af­ 


ter Saturday’s decision went against 
him in the district meet? 
“ A little, I guess,” said Stahnke, 
who at 6-foot-3 looks down to few 
swimmers. “ But that’s the way it 
goes. I ’m just going out there, do the 
best I can and let my times speak for 
themselves.” 


At any rate, Stahnke w ill be ready 
to go when the gun sounds in the pre­ 
lims Friday. “ I ’m ready right now,” 
he grinned. 
“ I ’ve been swimming 
each length of the pool over and over 
in my head so I ’ll know what I ’m 
doing.” 


Does he ever get tired of swimming, 
after thousands 
and 
thousands 
of 
yards swum every day? 


“ Naw, I really enjoy it,” he said. 
“ Actually, it gets better — if you keep 
improving.”

Study breaks down hot dog eaters 


A new survey of hot dog con­ 
sumption just proves what every­ 
body’s been saying all along: the 
frankfurter is a qniversal favorite. 
The study for a sausage casing manu­ 
facturer shows franks are served in 95 
per cent of all homes in the United 
States. 
But even the manufacturer was sur­ 
prised to find that most hot dogs are' 
eaten as the main dish at a meal, not 
as a snack. 
More surprises: adults eat more hot 
dogs than children, and women eat 
more hot dogs than men. 
The study by Market Facts, Inc., 
for the Films Packaging Division of 
Union Carbide, described the heaviest 
users as child-oriented mothers repre­ 
senting 32 per cent &f all American 
households. They bought 41 per cent 
of all the hot dogs reported in a given 
four-week period. 
Three types of women fell into the 
heavy user category. The study pro­ 
files one as a young blue collar moth­ 
er with a large family, a husband 
with income slightly below average 
and little interest in cooking. She’s 
apt to serve hot dogs for dinner, on a 
bun or bread, with a side dish of 
beans, the study said. She doesn’t 
think hot dogs £re better today or nu­ 
tritionally adequate, but she doesn’t 
really care. They’re a good buy in her 
food budget because they fit her fami­ 
ly’s life style. 
Another heavy user was described 
as the young, fairly well-educated ur­ 
ban 
mother who shops carefully, 
checks prices, tries new brands and 
new products, reads recipes and is 
apt to serve hot dogs wrapped in ba­ 
con or biscuit dough as lunch for a 
neighbor or friend. 
The third big user is the family-cen­ 
tered suburbanite, well-educated, with 
above-average income and a casual 
approach to life in general. She’s al­ 
ways on the lookout for new ideas and 


recipes, likes to use hot dogs in casse­ 
roles and macaroni dishes and thinks 
they are a good buy. 
The lightest users, according to the 
study, also fall into three classes: 
• The old-fashioned homebody with 
little formal education and a low in­ 
come whose husband is either a blue 
collar worker or retired. She worries 
about artificial ingredients and pre­ 
servatives, but thinks hot dogs are pu­ 
rer and more nutritious than ham­ 
burgers. 
• Another light user is the middle- 
aged wife of a low income blue collar 
worker. She doesn’t like housekeeping, 
worker. She doesn’tlike housekeeping, 
cooking, shopping or meal planning; 
she relies heavily on convenience 
foods, often overextends her budget 
and doesn’t think hot dogs are quick 
and easy to prepare. 
• The study calls the third a self- 
satisfied traditionalist, wife of a white 
collar worker in a small town whose 
ideas, tastes and attitudes in general 
are conservative and formal. 
Middle of the roaders were pictured 
as young upscale feminists, active, af­ 
fluent 
urbanites 
and 
middle-aged 
homemakers living in rural areas or 
small towns. The latter pride them­ 
selves on their cooking and think their 
families think they are the world’s 
best cooks. 
Like the lightest users, the five per 
cent of nonusers are older persons. 
Adverse publicity about additives 
and preservatives hasn’t hurt hot dog 
sales, although consumers do want to 
know about ingredients and fat con­ 
tent, and they wonder about nutri­ 
tional value. 
For purposes of the study, a light 
user was a household that ate fewer 
than 20 hot dogs in a four-week peri­ 
od; a heavy user, a household that ate 
20 or more during the same length of 
time. 


Herald food 
price survey 


Consumers should be finding some good bargains in canned . 
fruits and vegetables at supermarkets, according to a release 
from the Cooperative Extension Office irr Rolling Meadows. A 
tremendous surplus in these items has been reported, reflecting 
good weather and crops in 1975 as well as slow consumer 
demand due, in part, to the increase in home gardening and 
food preservation. 
However, a Tuesday morning price survey of five area chain 
supermarkets showed no significant price drops in canned 
items, although prices Tuesday are not necessarily the same 
today because of in-store sales or weekly price adjustments. 
At Jewel, all surveyed canned items remained the same as 
last month's readings. Butter continued its downward trend 
from January,, retailing 10 cents less than the previous quota­ 
tion. Several staple items also dropped slightly from February, 
including flour, sugar and coffee. 
* 
. : 
Lean ground beef was 10 cents less than last month at 
Butera, selling for 59, cents a pound, which is the lowest 
reading of the five stores surveyed. Large grade A eggs were 
also lowest at 69 cents a dozen. 14 cents less than February. 
Other store prices remained relatively stable. 
* 
Beef prices are somewhat higher than last month at Na­ 
tional, but other meat items held steady. Eggs were slightly 
higher, offset by decreases in fluid milk, margarine and butter. 
Processed fruits and vegetables were as much as nine cents 
higher compared to the previous survey. 
Beef prices dropped about 10 cents at Treasure Island, with 
chicken showing expected seasonal increases. Fluid milk was 
about 15 cents higher, but was still the lowest quotation of the 
five stores surveyed. Other prices throughout the store held 
relatively steady. 
At A&P ground beef was 10 cents higher than last month, 
but other meat items in the survey were stable. No price 
changes were noted in processed items and only slight fluctua­ 
tions were noted in staple foods, compared to last month's 
readings.

Her cooking caters to family and boss

Working as a professional cook for 
nine years was a challenge for Mary 
Rogas of Mount Prospect. Without 
prior professional experience, Mary 
was hired by Arthur Rubloff, well­ 
known Chicago commercial realtor, to 
cook for his private dining room. 
Mary applied for the job at her hus­ 
band’s urging, and Larry’s faith in 
her culinary ability was justified. The 
eldest of eight children, she learned to 
cook at an early age, and had plenty 
of practice over the years, preparing 
meals for her own family of five. 
Working at a meat market while in 
high school familiarized Mary with all 
cuts of meat, yet the only cooking 
class she had ever attended was a 
course in gourmet foods at adult eve­ 
ning school. 
However, her knack for preparing 
tasty meals was well-utilized when 
working for Rubloff. She cooked for 
as few as four to as many as 30 on the 
average of three times a week, order­ 
ing the food and preparing the entire 
luncheon. .For large groups, Mary 
had extra help to assist her in 
serving. 
A popular dish was her Chinese 
Pepper Steak, also a family favorite. 
Mary makes this with flank steak, 
which is marinated first for flavor 
and tenderization.

It 
consists of fresh spinach, thinly-sliced 
onion rings, bean sprouts and water 
chestnuts tossed with a catsup-fla­ 
vored vinegar and oil dressing. Mary 
serves this on individual salad plates, 
* garnishing each with finely-chopped 
hard boiled eggs and croutons. 
Both the pepper steak and salad are 
exceptionally tasty and attractive, yet 
. neither take long to prepare, which is 
ideal for the busy homemaker or ca­ 
reer woman. Because vegetables are 
included in both the main course and 
salad, only hot rolls need be served as 
an accompaniment.

Home econo­ 
mists at the National Macaroni In­ 
stitute have this recipe for Macaroni 
and Cheese which is ideal for freez­ 
ing.

There should be enough home can­ 
ning lids in 1976, twice as many as 
last year when there was a shortage, 
says the Agriculture Department’s 
special assistant for consumer affairs. 
Nancy Steort said the increase is 
due because manufacturers are mak­ 
ing more lids — and there are more 
manufacturers. 
She estimated more than 4 billion 
lids will be available this year, com­ 
pared to 2.1 billion last year. Mrs. 
Steorts said nearly 3 billion regular- 
size lids should be available, as well 
as 333 million wide-mouth lids, more 
than 500,000 regular lids and rings and 
nearly 150,000 wide mouth caps. 
THERE WAS A SHORTAGE of lids 
last' year. In 1974, consumers were 
faced with a shortage of both canning 
lids and jars. Mrs. Steorts said the 
Agriculture Department’s “ best esti­ 
mate” of demand for 1976 indicates 
that this year’s supply will be ample. 
She said between 19 and 23 million 
consumers will be home canners this 
year compared with 16 to 20 million 
last year. 
She said the lids will be distributed 
in the traditional pattern — first ship­ 
ments to southern states, moving 
north as the canning season ap­ 
proaches.

Beans baked the Rocky Mountain way is a departure from the 
Baked Beans of tradition, mostly by way of seasonings. It is less 
sweet in flavor and has a bit of zip compared to beans cooked by 
Pilgrim mothers. Since dry beans are in plentiful supply this year, 
and because beans are high in protein, this recipe, in both metrics 
and American Standard measurements, is a goood way to stretch a 
budget. 


Cooking 
with metrics 


BAKED BEANS, ROCKY MOUNTAIN STYLE 
.9 kilograms or 2 pounds Great Northern beans 
3 liters or 12 cups water 
I medium onion stuck with 2 whole cloves 
I small bay leaf 
I large clove garlic 
5 milliliters or I teaspoon salt 
I medium onion, peeled, left whole 
IO milliliters or 2 teaspoons salt 
IO milliliters or 2 teaspoons dry mustard 
60 milliliters or Va cup brown sugar 
125 milliliters or Vz cup molasses, 
light or dark 
125 milliliters or % cup catsup 
2Vz milliliters or % teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce 
225 grams salt pork, rind on 
750 milliliters or 3 cups bean liquid 
and water 
To prepare dry white beans before baking: 
Simmer soaked beans in measured amount of water with onion, 
bay leaf, garlic and salt, plus 30 milliliters (2 tablespoons) butter or 
salad oil to keep down foam. Cover tightly. Cook until nearly ten­ 
der, about I hour. (Best test — put a few beans in a spoon. When 
blown upon, the skins will crack.) Time will vary according to 
hardness of water, altitude, and maintenance of simmering point. 
Remove from heat, discard onion, garlic, bay leaf. Pour beans 
into colander to drain, saving liquid. Add enough water to make 750 
milliliters (3 cups). 
To prepare cooked beans for baking: 
For the oven, use a 4-liter (about 4 quarts) heavy bean pot. Place 
whole onion with beans on top. Scrape, wash salt off pork. Cut pork 
nearly through on fatty side to about 250 millimeters (V2-inch) deep 
and 250 millimeters apart all over surface. Push salt pork down 
into beans, letting only the top edge come up above them. 
Mix together all other ingredients. Add bean liquid. Stir well. 
Pour over beans. Cover tightly with foil and lid. Bake all day or 
night, a minimum of 6 to 8 hours, at 120 degrees Celsius (250 
degrees Fahrenheit). 
For slow electric cooker, follow manufacturer’s directions. At 
end of time, if no sauce is covering beans, gently add a bit of 
boiling water around the sides using a wooden spoon. Cook an­ 
other Vt hour without the cover.

She has never taken any 
lessons on Oriental cooking, “I just 
picked it up,” she said. 
She includes peanut butter in her 
egg roll recipe to “hold the mixture 
together,” she said. But she added 
that the peanut butter doesn’t contrib­ 
ute noticeable flavor in the finished 
product. Won Ton skins can be pur­ 
chased at either National or Treasure 
Island Food Stores. 
Once the ingredients are chopped, 
“It only takes about IO minutes to fin­ 
ish the egg rolls,” she said.

Combine all ingredients. Place 
I 
teaspoon of mixture on each wrapper, 
brush edges with egg white to seal. 
Fold into triangle, then brush edge of 
point and fold again.

Wheat won’t affect bread 


The Agriculture Council of America 
says although poor weather conditions 
in the Great Plains may reduce this 
year’s winter wheat crop any crop 
loss shouldn’t affect food prices in the 
near future. 
“We definitely have a problem with 
wind and drought damaging winter 
crops right now,” said council chair­ 
man E. L. Hatcher, “but losses could 
be checked somewhat if we get the 
moisture we need.” 
Hatcher, a wheat and beef producer 
from Lamar, Colo., said the consumer 
“is assured of adequate supplies re­ 
gardless because total stocks will 
more than triple domestic require­ 
ments.” 
As of Feb. I, the Agriculture De­ 
partment said the winter wheat crop 
was below normal, but it failed to 
make an estimate. However, growers 
groups say the prospects are “well 
below” the last estimate of just under 


1.5 billion bushels in December. 


HATCHER SAID the market price 
for wheat has risen about 25 cents a 
bushel since the first of the month but 
still is more than $2 lower than two 
years ago. 
“We haven’t seen any drop in bread 
prices at the supermarket during that 
time,” he said, “so why should prices 
go up now?” 
Since wheat makes up only 13 per 
cent of the total cost of a loaf of 
bread, he said, a jump of as much as 
a dollar a bushel in the price of wheat 
“would only increase the price of a 
loaf of bread by 1.2 cents.”

They come with hope, courage and 
strength, wave upon wave of immi­ 
grants, separating themselves from 
their friends, their families, their na­ 
tive land, hoping to find a new and 
better life. 
“ We are going to that country 
where everybody is welcome,” sol­ 
emnly declared the mother in a Yu­ 
goslavian family. Today they are hap­ 
py Palatine residents — all U.S. citi­ 
zens. 
The United States is a nation of im­ 
migrants. Between 1820 and 1974, it 
welcomed 46,712,725 of them. The total 
of almost 400,000 people who came in 
1974 is 23 per cent larger than the av­ 
erage of the 1960s. And, according to 
Tom Bethell, an editor of The Wash­ 
ington Monthly, writing in Newsweek 
last May, if the present rates of immi­ 
gration continue through this decade, 
there will actually have been as many 
immigrants in the 1970s as in the 
1890s — one of the peak immigration 
decades. 
ONE CANNOT help but admire 
these newcomers. To assume the role 
of an immigrant takes much courage, 
for the requirements are rigid, the 
process sometimes tedious, and even 
when one has succeeded in entering 
the 
country, 
many 
problems 
lie 
ahead. 
Mrs. 
Margot 
Cooper, 
who 
has 
taught English for New Americans in 
Dist. 214’s adult education system for 
more than six years, has acquired a 
deep understanding and genuine fond­ 
ness and respect for foreign-born 
people. 
“ The basic problem is obvious,” she 
said. “ It is language. Most other prob­ 
lems stem from that one. 
“ Can you imagine, with only a 
smattering of English, trying to deal 
with doctors, lawyers or public ser­ 
vice people? Suppose you were in­ 
volved in even a minor auto acci­ 
dent.” 
MANY OF H ER students complain

that Americans speak too fast, that 
they cut off ends of words. Consider: 
“ I dunno,” “ Where ya going?,” “ Be 
seein ya.” It’s downright confusing. 
It’s even more confusing over the 
telephone without being able to see 
the person speaking. 
One of Mrs. Cooper’s Japanese stu­ 
dents tried to order a Big Mac and a 
7-Up at a drive-in. He ended up with 
seven Big Macs. Another student, a 
brilliant woman, was frustrated 
at 
being considered unintelligent because 
of her communication difficulties. 
“ Because these newcomers speak 
imperfect English, many Americans 
consider them second-class citizens,” 
said Mrs. Cooper. 
BARBARA BREITLA N D ER agreed. 
Barbara has been teaching foreign- 
born persons for eight years now, and 
is in her fourth year of teaching 
classes at Harper Community College 
which help immigrants prepare to be­ 
come naturalized citizens. 
“ A newcomer to this country needs 
‘survival English’ as quickly as pos­ 
sible,” she said. “ How can one shop 
for food, go to the dentist, fill out 
forms for jobs and have job inter­ 
views?” 


Both women pointed out that there 
are also cultural differences that new­ 
comers must adapt to. 
“ Some nationalities are very shy,” 
said Mrs. Cooper. “ For 
example, 
Asian women find it difficult to be ag­ 
gressive and ask questions — it’s not 
their place. At one of my session-cul­ 
minating 
international 
dinners, 
a 
Japanese woman, aided by a Filipino 
woman, opened every closet door in 
my house rather than ask where the 
bathroom was.” 
ONCE 
AN IMMIGRANT has 
a 
workable knowledge of English and 
has lived in the United States five 
years, he may apply to become a nat­ 
uralized citizen. At that time, classes 
such as Ms. Breitlander’s are in­ 
valuable. Students acquire a basic un­ 
derstanding of government and some 
U.S. history, at the same time enjoy­ 
ing an informal social experience. 
One such family that attended her 
classes and went on to become U.S. 
citizens is the Wuertz family of Pala­ 
tine — Franz, Theresia and daughters 
Elfriede and Katharina. 
Born in a German section of Yugo­ 
slavia, the Wuertzes were living in 
Germany at the time they made the 
decision to become immigrants to the 
U.S. The dramatic, almost unbeliev­ 
able chain of events in which they lost 
their home and their country during 
World War II started when they 
moved to Germany. A few years lat­ 
er, Franz was conscripted into the 
German army. 
TH ERESIA AND H ER baby girl, 
Elfriede, 
returned 
to 
Yugoslavia, 
where Katharina was born. When the 
Serbs took over Yugoslavia, Theresia 
and her two little girls and their 
grandmother were seized, their home 
and all their possessions taken from 
them, and they were thrown into 'a 
concentration camp. 
Later they escaped by foot in the 
middle of the night — in two feet of 
snow — and managed to board a box­ 
car, where they hid among the bag­ 
gage. Finally they reached Germany 
once more and were reunited with 
Franz when the war was over.

There 
were about IOO other people there of 
all nationalities. 


“ THEY SEEM ED TO go easier on 
the older people, and to ask more 
questions of the young. They really hit 
Katharina with a lot of questions — 
like ‘Who was vice president to Abra­ 
ham Lincoln?’ But they helped her, 
too.” 
Elfriede was asked to name the last 
five presidents, counting backwards. 
“ Then before we could be sworn in, 
we had to prove that we could write 
in English. What did they ask us to 
write? That ever-lovin’ phrase, ‘I 
speak English well!’ ” 
The four Wuertzes laugh over this 
as if enjoying an inside joke. Why 
not? They are obviously happy. They 
are U.S. citizens. 
All four of them. Together. 


Times were hard in Germany then. 
And the Wuertzes knew they were not 
really welcome there. That’s when 
they decided upon the country “ where 
everybody is welcome.” 


THEY MADE TH EIR first appli­ 
cation in the late 1940s. But the Yu­ 
goslavian quota was quickly filled. 
They tried other years with no suc­ 
cess. 
Finally, in 1959, Elfriede wrote to 
the consulate in Frankfort, quickly re­ 
ceived and returned the forms, and 
two weeks later, the four Wuertzes 
had completed their physical exam­ 
inations, blood tests, x-rays — every­ 
thing. Another week and approval 
came through. 


And so, on the S.S. America heading 
for a new life were Franz and There­ 
sia and their two girls, 17 and 18, both 
of whom had learned “ British type” 
English in school. The 10-day voyage 
gave them a chance to attune their 
ear and modify their pronunciation. 


IN 1974, THE Wuertzes made a 
group decision. They would apply for 
U.S. citizenship. But they would do so 
only as a family. All four must pass 
or none.

Hushed up crime: child sex abuse 


A public hearing of the Illinois Rape 
Study Committee this week brought 
into the open a serious problem long 
hushed up in polite society: the sexual 
abuse of children. 


According to testimony presented, 
• Sexual abuse of children most of­ 
ten is committed by family members 
in the home, not by strangers accost­ 
ing children on the street. 
• Sexual abuse of children is a 
problem that cuts across all socio­ 
economic lines. It occurs in middle 
and upper classes as well as among 
the poor, and it is possibly more prev­ 
alent among whites than blacks. 
The 
Rape Study Committee is 
c h a i r e d by Rep. Aaron Jaffe, 
D-S k o k i e . 
Rep 
Peter 
Peters, 
R-Chicago, is vice chairman, and 
Rep. Adeline Geo-Karis, R-Zion, is 
secretary. The committee has suc­ 
cessfully sponsored legislation dealing 
with the handling of rape cases in Illi­ 
nois. 
A bare minimum of 3,700 children 
are being sexually molested every 
year in Chicago, estimated Jerry Alex­ 
ander, president of the Citizens Com­ 
mittee for Battered Children. He said 
Michael Reese Hospital alone treated 
260 such children under 16 last year — 
even though the Illinois Department 


of Children and Fam ily Services re­ 
ported only 87 cases for the year. 
THE CHICAGO PO LICE Depart­ 
ment handled 575 cases in 1975, and 
the commander of the department’s 
youth division estimated actual cases 
are at last double that figure. 
Of the sexually abused children 
treated at Michael Reese, Alexander 
said, 90 per cent were victims of fami­ 
ly members, and only five assailants 
were prosecuted. 


But Alexander repeatedly urged 
that “ punitive legislation” and “ vin­ 
dictiveness against the abusers” is 
not the answer. “ That won’t help the 
child. Remedial efforts are needed to 
change parental (abuser) behavior.” 
Alexander described the effective­ 
ness of his organization’s Parental 
Stress Hotline, as well as such efforts 
in other states, in handling child 
abuse situations. He advocated a leg­ 
islative commitment to “ crisis inter­ 
vention,” with the state placing highly 
trained homemakers into the home to 
“ put 
that 
family 
back 
together 
again.” 


“ THOSE PARENTS love their chil­ 
dren, and the child loves that parent, 
but the parents don’t know what 
they’re doing,” Alexander said. 


Alexander and other social workers 


testified that sexual abuse of children 
is a vicious, self-perpetuating cycle: 
such children almost inevitably grow 
up to be emotionally disturbed and 
unable to function sexually and social­ 
ly in a normal manner. And a very 
high percentage of abusive parents, 
rapists, prostitutes, as well as people 
with sexual problems were them­ 
selves sexually abused as children, 
they testified. 
B u t Rep. 
Geo-Karis 
disagreed 
with Alexander on the de-criminal­ 
ization of sex abuse. 
“ You take the position the abuser 
shouldn’t be penalized? You would 
leave the sex-abusing parent in the 
home?” Geo-Karis asked. 
“ What do we accomplish (by penal­ 
izing the abusing parent and/or re­ 
moving him from the home)?” Alex­ 
ander asked her in response. He de­ 
clared the current practice of placing 
such children in a succession of foster 
homes has been a “ disaster.” 


THOMAS HANRAHAN, director of 
the Child Advocate Association, also 
questioned punitive measures against 
abusers and called for more treat­ 
ment facilities for both abused chil­ 
dren and abusing adults, for better 
sex and parenting education in the 
schools, and for better coordination of 
police and state agencies. 


But state social agencies were criti­ 
cized by most witnesses as inefficient 
and unresponsive. Much of the blame 
was laid on under-staffing and lack of 
training, but suggestions by the legis­ 
lators for increased funding or creat­ 
ing a new agency to handle child 
abuse problems were rejected 
by 
those testifying. 
A group of social workers from the 
Southwest YMCA and Oak Lawn High 
School described a community pro­ 
gram they have established to meet 
these needs locally. 


THE SOCIAL WORKERS described 
several cases in which teenagers had 
come to them after being molested by 
fathers, brothers and other teenagers. 
They emphasized the need for sex 
e d u c a t i o n from grammar school 
through adulthood. 


“ In many of these cases, the in­ 
cidents are denied or are considered 
unimportant by the parents,” said one 
counselor. 


A former assistant state’s attorney, 
Edna Epstein, urged that the rules 
governing the testimony of children in 
court and the use of corroborating 
statements by adults, as well as treat­ 
ment of child victims by the court 
system, be revised to make prose­ 
cution easier.

Would you publish a list of foods which tend to raise cholesterol 
level? In other words, which foods one should avoid if the cholester­ 
ol level is on the high side. 


There is no cholesterol in foods of plant origin. It is only in 
animal products. The chief sources of large amounts of cholesterol 
in the diet are egg yolks, butter fat in butter, milk, cheese and 
some organ meats, especially liver, brains and sweetbreads. 


Meat, fish and poultry all have about 70 milligrams of cholesterol 
in three and one-half ounces (IOO grams) raw weight. You should 
try to limit your cholesterol intake to 300 milligrams a day. By 
using fortified skim milk, buttermilk, uncreamed cottage cheese for 
dairy products, avoiding the high cholesterol foods and using vege­ 
table margarines, you can still eat quite a bit of the meat, fish and 
poultry group without consuming too much cholesterol. 


Unfortunately there is much more to keeping the cholesterol 
down than just eliminating the high cholesterol foods. You need 
also to eliminate or avoid body obesity by diet and exercise and you 
need to limit your total fat intake of any type and particularly 
control saturated fat intake.

My buddies and I are having a discussion concerning ulcers, 
nerves and high blood pressure. Which occurs first, ulcers and then 
a nervous condition and high blood pressure or a nervous condition 
and then an ulcer and high blood pressure? 


Have fun. Doctors still argue about these points, especially in 
specific cases and the conclusions are sometimes no more enlight­ 
ened than the ones you may make. 


The problem is that one can’t generalize. Certainly one can have 
high blood pressure and not have any problems at all with nervous 
tension. High blood pressure may be related to being overweight, to 
having kidney disease or even to having certain hormonal ab­ 
normalities in the body. 


Ulcers are often associated with excessive nervous tension, but 
again we do see them in people without any clear evidence of 
abnormal stress and we see a lot of people with lots of stress who 
have neither high blood pressure nor ulcers. 


We see people with an infinite variety of stress reactions, nervous 
disorders and even psychosis who have neither medical problem. 


We know that when people are sick from any cause, they may 
then become nervous, depressed or emotionally unstable. It is pret­ 
ty depressing to find out you have a serious cancer or that you have 
a serious heart disease or have just had a stroke. 


So you can’t separate the physical, chemical and emotional re­ 
sponses of the body any more than you can decide which comes 
first, the chicken or the egg.

Cholesterol absent 
from plant foods 


Dear Dorothy: Is there a way to caulk a log cabin other than 
using oakum? I’d like to use a material that could be sprayed into 
the cracks — that would set, but not so hard that it would chip or 
fall out. — Dorothy C . Sauer 


My checks result in the answer that oakum is the only reliable 
product for this kind of job. When you learn that this fiber is 
impregnated with tar, creosote or asphalt and is used for caulking 
wood hulls and for packing joints in caissons, you realize ifs the 
sturdiest of materials. Prompts the comment that, thanks to the 
questions that come this way, I keep adding to an unusual educa­ 
tion.

Dear Dorothy: From an old book on spices, I learned that cloves 
are the most effective of all spices in preventing food spoilage. 
Since then I’ve made it a habit to drop three cloves into chicken or 
beef stock — or foods like boiled beans, rice, grits. Sure enough, 
they do keep better. It’s an especially valuable tip for those who 
make soup stocks which spoil fast. — Lois Snyder Hennessy 


General agreement yes, but I hold that soup should never be 
refrigerated for longer than two to three days. If it’s to be kept 
longer, it should be frozen.

Dear Dorothy: I have some tiny crystal saltshakers that have a 
film in them I can’t remove.

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America facing female crime wave 
sociologist tells scientist meeting 


by AL RO SSITER JR . 
Am erica is facing a “ female crime 
wave” and there may be more behind 
it than just the women’s liberation 
movement which often is cited as the 
cause, a New York sociologist said 
this week. 
Dr. Florence L. Denmark said the 
reasons responsible for the sharp rise 
in female crime rates during the past 
decade probably go far deeper than 
the increasing awareness of women’s 
options in society. 
“ The female offender, whether act­ 


ing by herself or with others, is not 
typically the emancipated intellectual 
striving for civil liberties,” Dr. Den­ 
mark told a final session of the Amer­ 
ican Association for the Advancement 
of Science meeting in Boston. 
“ Her crime is rarely an assertion of 
equal rights, or an unconscious at­ 
tempt at achieving her own or other’s 
rights. She may feel dominated by 
men or even wish to imitate men or 
obtain male approval for her ac­ 
tions.”

Ruth Rutschmann-Jaffe of Barnard 
College, Dr. Denmark said that al­ 
though arrests of men are still far 
greater than women, the rate of in­ 
crease in female arrests between 1960 
and 1973 was three times that of 
males. Fem ale arrests for violent 
crimes increased by 278 per cent for 
women compared to 88 per cent for 
men. 
“ Clearly, women are no longer lim ­ 
iting themselves to so-called traditio­ 
nally female crimes of shoplifting and 
prostitution,” 
Dr. 
Denmark 
said. 
“ Kitchen knives have given way to 
pistols and sawed off shotguns. 
“ We seem to be witnessing a female 
crime wave,” she told a special sym­ 
posium on violence in America. 
TH E REASONS, she said, probably 
i n v o l v e an 
interaction of psy­ 
chological, social, economic, political 
and even religious factors. 
Denmark said the rise in female 
crime cannot be fully separated psy­ 
chologically from inner conflict and 
stress. And she said the fact that 
more women than men are reported 
to be suffering from some sort of 
mental illness suggests “ a powerful 
link between what women are ex­ 
periencing and what they are doing.”

Home study fosters garden expertise 


Avid gardeners who are house­ 
bound and can’t get out to an adult 
education class in gardening or pur­ 
sue a college course may be inter­ 
ested in independent home gardening 
study. 
Such a horitcultural correspondence 
course is offered by the University of 
Guelph, Guelph, Ont., Canada. 
The only requirement for enroll­ 
ment is an interest in horitculture. It 
is 
a 
one-year 
Home 
Gardener’s 
Course, developed to increase general 
horticultural knowledge of the public. 
Ten subjects are required to be cov­ 
ered over a one-year period, one 
month per subject with special allow­ 
ances for vacation seasons, and a cer­ 
tificate awarded on completion. 


MATERIAL COVERS such various 
subjects as houseplants and bulbs; 
vegetables and herbs; climate, soil 
and fertilizers; flower beds and patio 


containers; small fruits and trees; 
propagation; lawns and landscaping, 
and pest control. Tuition is $50 for the 
Home Gardener’s Course and text 
books run $30.65 additional for five 
books. 
Books may be mail-ordered directly 
from the Guelph Campus Bookstore. 
Credit courses leading to an Ontario 
Diploma in Horticulture from the Uni­ 
versity of Guelph require 40 or more 
credit hours. This one is a three-year 
home study program. The offerings 
are a little more advanced: general 
botany, entomology, pathology, plant 
breeding; 
weed science, 
resource 
management, etc. 
TUITION AND TEST fees run con­ 
siderably higher for the ODH than for 
the Home Gardener’s Course, but tui­ 
tion fees are tax-deductible, scholar-

standing are available.
